not retrogress. He pointed out the 
way in which the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica, with its program for citizen-ship- 
training and for character-building, 
and dealing at present with over 
800,000 boys and men, is working to 
accomplish that end. He also stress- 
ed the need for keeping ever in 
mind the vital need of the church in 
the lives of growing boys, as well as 
the rest of us.

Reorganization Recommended in Lengthy Report as Result 
of Extended Survey 


Discuss A New South 
Side Jr. High School 

I III nidi inti* Steps For Plans Are 
Ad vocal ed 


At the meeting of the Newton 
School Committee on Monday night It 
was voted to accept the following re- 
port of Hie nub-committee appointed 
to consider a junior high school on 
the South Side: 

"At a School Committee meeting 
held November 19, 1928, thin commit- 
tee recommended a junior higli school 
for the South Side of the city, to be 
erected on land now owned by the 
city. At that time it was expected 
that an addition must be made to the 
Frank A. Day Junior High School and 
It wan understood that If such wan the 
case, this addition should have first 
consideration. Since it has been de- 
cided not to enlarge the Frank A. 
Day Junior High School, we now rec- 
ommend that; 

1. Initial steps be taken imme- 
diately for the consideration of plans 
for the South Side junior high school. 

2. In planning this building serious 
consideration should be given to the 
advisability of erecting a building of 
such type that It could later be used 
for a senior high school.” 

The school, when bull! will be locat- 
ed on land acquired by the city a few 
years ago bounded by Clark and Park- 
er streets, and Halcyon road. This 
site is between Newton Centre and 
Newton Highlands. 

The School Committee went on rec- 
ord as being opposed to two bills now 
before the Legislature. One of these 
bills would postpone the opening of 
schools until October 1st each year. 
This bill is sponsored by persons in- 
terested in keeping summer resorts 
open all the month of September. The 
other bill seeks to add a course of 
ethics to the curriculum of schools. 

Other matters on which the commit- 
tee took action were — renewing the 
request to the Mayor that land on Ne- 
vada street, Newtonville, be taken as 
a site for a new school: granting per- 
mission for the use of the auditorium 
of the High School on the evening of 
February 27 for the presentation of 
a film on “Insurance Trust” by an offi- 
cial of the Shnwmut National Bank. 
The proviso was made that this lec- 
ture not be used as an advertising 
medium for the Shawmut Bank. A 
request from parents of children at- 
tending the John Ward School that 
the city underwrite the cost of run- 
ning a bus to carry pupils to and from 
that school, was denied. The parents 
expressed a willingness to pay their 
children’s fares, but want the city to 
make up any deficit between the cost 
of running the bus am’ the receipts.

Forty-nine Percent Received Honor 
Grades 


More than 49% of the students of 
Newton High School received honor 
grades in tiie College Entrance Board 
Examinations In June. 1928. In the 
whole country out of the 84,000 ex- 
aminations taken, less than 31% of 
al the students were In this class. 
Myrtle William. ’28, was one of ten 
pupils out 2,037 In the entire coun- 
try who received 100% In a Math cp. 
3 examination. 

Charles E. Smith. '29; Lawrence 
C. Jenks, ’28, and William H. Bark- 
ley, '29, received the highest aver- 
ages In all the schools for their ex- 
aminations in all subjects Their 
averages are 89.8%. 89%, and 87.8%, 
respectively. Smith’s examination 
ranks are: Math A — 96’: Math C — 
100; Chemistry — 92: Latin cp. 3 — 80; 
and French cp. 2 — 81. Jenk’s records 
are: History A — 91: Latin cp. H — 

92: German cp. 2 — 74; Spanish cp. 
3 — 89; and Math B— 99. Barkley 
ranked as follows: French cp. 2 — 
87 ; Math A— SI ; Math C— 95; Chem- 
istry — 88. 

Newton Has Highest Rank 

Newton High hud among its rat- 
ings. the highest marks of the coun- 
try from the grand total of S4.000 
examinations taken. Charles E. 
Smith. '29. received 100% in his 
Plane Geometry exam. Only 74 
pupils out of the 6.307 in the country 
who took this examination received 
so high a rating.

At the meeting of the Newton 
School Committee on Monday night 
the special sub-committee of three 
members who made a survey of the 
Vocational Division of Newton High 
School submitted a report. The com- 
mittee was appointed last March as 

per pupil at the Vocational School 

and doubt as to the usetuiuess ot Lae 
school. 

The report of the sub-committee 
outlines the history of vocational 
training in Massachusetts. In 1338 
the first Industrial school in Massa- 
chusetts was established in Spring- 
field. In 1906 the Legislature under 
Gov. Douglas passed an act providing 
for industrial, agricultural auu house- 
hold art schools to he established by 
school committees, these schools to 
be supported one-half by the city 
and one-half by the State, in 19 o 6 
Newton decided to build a new high 
school for technical and vocational 
training. In 1912 the Vocational 
School was placed on an independent 
basis and the city thus became en- 
titled to state aid. 

The school teaches automobile re- 
pairing. cabinet making, carpentry, 
electrical work, drafting and print- 
ing. The shop equipment cost be- 
tween $60,000 and $70,000. The 
teaching staff consists of a director, 
15 full time teachers, 2 part time 
teachers and a secretary. For the 
school year 1927-1928 the cost of con- 
ducting the school was $66,411.39. 
Of this amount the city was reim- 
bursed $2S,414.70 from the State. 
$6,559.37 from the Federal Govern- 
ment. $7,066.33 from tuition fees and 
$94.71 in cash from other sources: a 
total of $42,136.11. This made the 
net cost to the city $24,275.28. The 
average number of Newton pupils in 
the vocational school was 191 and the 
net cost per Newton pupil $127.10. 
This net cost was based on the $24.- 
275.28 actually spent by the city. 

The actual cost, based on $66,- 
411.39. would, of course have been 
proportionately higher. The average 
cost of pupils in the Newton High 
School, excluding the Vocational Di- 
vision for the school year ending 
June 30. 192S. was $165.13. 

Robert C. Small, director of Voca- 
tional Training for the Common- 
wealth was asked by the committee 
to assist in the survey and made the 
following comments: "In the prog- 
iQ.ss of individual pupils through the 


| school, in productivity. In atmosphere 
I and the placement and follow-up of 
graduates tho Newton vocational 
school has done poorly; it does bet- 
ter In selection of pupils, subjects 
taught. Individual instruction, oc- 
cupational standards as a basis for 
training: very well In the quality of 
Instruction, arrangement of work and 
repetitive training." Mr. Small ad- 
vu< ate;; the removal of the Vocational 
School from the high school build- 
ing to an old school building in order 
that, it may have its own Individual, 
“occupational” atmosphere with the 
conventional 8 hour day for shop 
work. He finds no good result from 
the merger of the vocational with 
the high schools. 

The committee reports that during 
the period 1914 to 192.8 the enroll- 
ment in the Vocational School de- 
creased 12%. the enrollment in the 
other departments at the high school 
increased 39% and this raises a 
doubt as to the sufficiency of the de- 
mand for vocational training in New- 
ton. The committee believes, how- 
ever. that the vocational school 
should be continued on trial for at 
least two years. If the vocational 
school should be discontinued at any 
time in the future some of the New- 
ton pupils might go at the < itv's ex- 
pens« to trade schools in Boston or 
elsewhere, some might enter the com- 
mercial course at the High School, 
others would remain in the elemen- 
tary grades until 16 and then cease 
going to school. If the above changes 
were made the cost to Newton would 
probably he much greater than is the 
Vocational School with State and 
Federal aid. 

The committee recommended that 
the Vocational School be continued 
as a part of the high school and the 
Superintendent of Schools be in- 
structed to reorganize it in accord- 
ance with his recommendations.

TRACK TEAM WINS 
FOURTH DUAL MEET 

The Newton high school track 
team hung up its fourth consecutive 
dual meet victory last week Friday 
afternoon, defeating Huntington 
school, 40 2/3 to 27 1/3. The meet 
was held at the Boston Y. M. C. A. 
track where the Northeastern inter- 
scholastics will be staged tomorrow 
afternoon. 

Bog Ewing was again the orange 
and black’s leading performer with a 
total of eleven points. He won the 
dash, 300-yard run and tied with two 
others for second place in the high 
jump. Carl Pescosolido won the shot 
put and took second in the dash while 
Captain Reynolds was a close sec- 
ond in both the hurdles and 600-yard 
run. Newton’s big three, Ewing. 
Pescosolido and Reynolds, totalled 
25 1/3 points, almost equalling the 
Huntington team’s total. 

The biggest upset of the meet came 
in the hurdle race. William Floring 
of Huntington, a Newton Centre 
youth, won the event in 5 4/5 sec- 
onds, equalling the track record and 
nosing out Reynolds. The 600-yard 
run was another exciting race with 
Reynolds again the victim: Gene 
Malloy, Huntington star, and Thomas 
Blake, a teammate, fought it out with 
Reynolds in a nip and tuck race. 
When the gun lap sounded Malloy 
was a stride ahead of Reynolds and 
Blake. On reaching the final straight- 
away all three uncorked sprints and 
readied the tape in a blanket finish. 
The judges awarded Malloy first, 
Reynolds second and Blake third. 

Newton scored slams in the 45- 
yard dash and 300-yard run. 

The relay race, although Its result 
did not affect the outcome of the 
meet, was a thriller. Ewing and 
Johnny Mullen built up a nice lead 
but Gene Malloy, Huntington anchor 
man, closed the gap and won the race 
in a spectacular finish. The sum- 
mary:

NEWTON CONTENDER 
AT NORTHEASTERN 

The Newton high track team en- 
tered for the first time in the annual 
Northeastern Interscholnstle track 
meet to be held tomorrow afternoon 
on the Boston Y. M. C. A. track Is 
one of the foremost contenders against 
the Medford high team, defending 
champions. Among the fifteen schools 
entered in the meet Newton, Brock- 
ton, Lawrence and Lowell are ex- 
pected to press Medford. Brookline 
high has entered but one man, Har- 
ry Fink, its star shotputter while Sa- 
lem will send William Anderson to 
defend his high jump title. 

Newton may suffer some handicap 
from the absence of a broad jump in 
the program of events and from the 
fact that but one entry will be al- 
lowed from each school in the 300, 600 
and 1000 yard runs. But with Captain 
Reynolds on the hurdles and 600; Bob 
Ewing in the dasli and 300, and Carl 
Pescosolido in the dash and shot put. 
the orange and black will need but 
a few other point winners to finish 
well up in the scoring. 

Drawings for positions in the vari- 
ous events were held this week with 
no school being fortunate enough to 
draw the pole in more than one event. 
In the dash there will be 28 competi- 
tors. necessitating five trial heats. 
Farrell of Brockton and Uannn of 
Medford are the leading performers 
in the first heat. Ewing is in the 
third heat with Hill of B. C. High, 
Marland of Quincy, Egan of Winthrop 
and Gleason of Lowell. Satchebell 
of Brighton high looks good in the 
fourth trial. Pescosolido of Newton 
will have Joe Dineen of Lawrence as 
his foremost opponent. This should 
be the best trial heat of the day. 

There will also be five heats in 
the hurdles which should bring Cap- 
tain Reynolds of Newton, Ouelette 
of Brockton, Pushnrd of Medford 
Gleason of Lowell, and Farrell of 
Brockton together in the finals. 

There will be four heats In the 300 
with the winners of each heat meeting 
in a final. Ewing will probably be 
Coach Donald Enoch’s choice in the 
event although it is possible that if 
he is not in fine fettle as his work in 
the dash will show that Mullen will 
he the local entry. 

Captain Dick Reynolds will have 
a chance to avenge the defeat he 
suffered from Boh Andrews of Med- 
ford in the dual meet between the two 
schools the first of the year. This 
pair with Dttggun of Wakefield, Line- 
ban of Lawrence. Stedman of Brock- 
ton. and Burke of Lowell are the out- 
standing entries. The 600 will be run 
in three heats against time. 

The 1000 yard run will be in two 
heats, also on a time basis. Fred Bur- 
ton looks to be Newton’s best bet in 
attempting to grab first place away 
from Captain Kenneth Cuneo of Med- 
ford. Burton has won all his races 
this year with the exception of that 
against Cuneo in the first meet of the 
season. The Newton distance run- 
ners have come along fast since that 
first meet and Burton should give 
Cuneo a fast race. Coach Enoch has 
Arthur Chamberlain and Charles Hall, 
also good 1000-yard runners, that 
would be entered hut for the one man 
limit but Burton is the choice on the 
basis of his performances to date. 

There will be but two field events, 
the shot put and the high jump. Pes- 
cosolido and Ham will be the New- 
ton entries in the former with Pes- 
cosolido expected to at least win sec- 
ond place. Harry Fink, Brookline’s 
lone entry, has been heaving the pel- 
let in the neighborhood of 47 feet 
which looks good enough to win al- 
though the mark set by Aurel Trem- 
blay of Lawrence two years ago does 
not look to be in danger. 

Newton has no high jumper this 
year capable of clearing five feet nine 
inches where most of the points will 
be won tomorrow. Anderson of Salem 
is expected to retain his title. 

Newton will oppose Lynn Classical 
in the relay races, points for which 
will be awarded on a time basis. 
Medford has a fast relay quartet this 
year and should probably make the 
fastest time. Lawrence with its four 
Joes. Linehan, Dineen, Gillis and Cho- 
quette, is another fast outfit both of 
which should make better times than 
Newton. Newton’s relay team is not 
yet determined as in every meet dif- 
ferent runners have made up the 
team. If Ewing and Reynolds are 
not to exhausted after their previous 
efforts the best team looks to be that 
composed of Ewing, Reynolds, Mullen 
and Robert Bell.

Two distinguished Nowton citizens, 
Dr. Smllllo of Nowton Highlands, the 
spenkor of the evening, nml Dr. Scam- 
man of Nowtonville, Consultant of the 
Council's Health Division, appeared on 
tho platform of the Newton Centre 
Woman's (’lab House nt the mooting 
of the Nowton Centrnl Council on 
Monday evening, January 28. 

Mrs. Irving (). Palmor, President of 
the Council, presided and Mr. Paul 
E. dicker, Clerk, called the roll of 
tho thirty eight organizations federa- 
ted In tho Council. The Nowton 
Churchmen’s Union was voted in as a 
new membor-ngency. 

Miss Bertha W. Allen, Superintend- 
ent of the Newton Hospital and Chair- 
man of tho Council’s Health Division, 
was introduced by Mrs. Palmer as in 
charge of the meeting, which was held 
under the auspices of her division. 

Miss Allen announced that the heat 
nows which she could give was that 
the day for the dedication of the new 
hospital had been set as May 12. Ap- 
plause followed this announcement. 

Dr. Clarence L. Scamman of the 
State Department of Health then took 
charge of the meeting and introduced 
his friend Dr. Wlson O. Smillio of the 
Harvard School of Public Health. The 
life of Dr. Smillie would make the 
wildest sort of a hook of adventure. 
He held his audience spell bound, one 
moment, with a story of dangers en- 
countered under the most extraordin- 
ary surroundings: and the next made 
them laugh at some of his droll word 
pictures. 

At one time he would portray most 
dramatically a hand of monkeys 
swinging each other across a wide 
river by a method which sounded like 
“snap the whip”, — at another he 
would describe the supple tongue of 
an ant-eater. A thrilling tale was of 
his experience with dodging the bul- 
lets which were meant for another 
man who had recently knifed a neigh- 
bor. He was. once mistaken for the 
Devil by one of the primitive men of 
an isolated region who had never seen 
shoes and whose toes looked like the 
Angers of a hand. Dr. Smlllie’s shoes 
looked to this man like the covering 
for a cloven hoof. It was only by tak- 
ing off his shoes and showing the man 
that he had Ave toes like any other 
human being that Dr. Smillie suc- 
ceeded in convincing him that he was 
a friend and not the Devil, and that 
he had come to cure the people of 
malaria, hookworm disease, and other 
troubles. 

This all happened in South Ameri- 
ca in a sparsely inhabited country or 
in the jungle; but Dr. Smillie’s experi- 
ence had been also in the Arctic, and 
through every state of our country ex- 
cept Nevada. 

In speaking of Newton he said that 
we were fortunate in having an effl- 
dent Board of Health, and that many 
of the rural sections of the state have 
health organizations which are scarce- 
ly worthy of the name. The difficulty 
lies in the fact that a proper public 
health set-up is a very expensive affair. 
Only Ave towns in Massachusetts have 
full time health officers. The trouble is 
that the unit in our state is the town 
instead of the county and it is such a 
small unit that often-times very little 
can be accomplished. One solution 
of this difficulty is the uniting of sev- 
eral neighboring towns in their health 
work. By setting up a health unit for 
several towns together, it is possible 
to mfike it as efficient as it should 
he. 

After the lecture there was a social 
hour at which many people had the 
pleasure of meeting Dr. Scamman and 
Dr. Smillie and getting better ac- 
quainted with each other. The hot 
chocolate served through the kindness 
of the Newton Hospital was particu- 
larly appreciated on account of the 
cold outside, and no one regretted hav- 
ing faced a bitter winter night for 
the sake of this very inspiring meet- 
ing.

.numbers of the senior class of the 
school of nursing were the guests of 
the trustees. 

On Monday evening, January 28, a 
group from the hospital attended the 
rue* ting of flic* Newton Central Coun- 
cil at the Newton Centre Women’s 
Clubhouse. 

Of the thirteen emergency cases 
treated during the past week six 
were the result of automobile acci- 
dent.--. Three of these were women, 
one with lacerations of the face, one 
with a di- located shoulder, and one 
with a scalp wound. One was a man 
treated for abrasions of the head; 
one a boy treated for a fractured 
skull, and one a girl treated for 
lacerations of the face and a question 
of u fractured arm. Of the other ac- 
cident cases Ave were men: one 
treated for a fractured arm, one for 
a laceration of the third Anger caused 
by a piece of wire, one for a renal 
calculus, one for a scalp wound, and 
one for fractured ribs. Two women 
were also treated, one for a scalp 
wound received while skiing, and 
one for a dislocated thumb received 
whiie sliding.

EDITORIAL 

Wo arc reluctant to ndmit it but 
the fact must bo faced sometime, that 
the logical reorganiztion of the ser- 
vice of the Boston Elevated will re- 
sult in a terminal somewhere in Al- 
lst on which will be similar to that 
at Forest Hills, Dudley street, Har- 
vard square and Sullivan square. The 
matter has been successfully post- 
poned whenever it has appeared in tlu* 
past, but sometime, it is evident, the 
present direct connection with Bos- 
ton will be abandoned and the ter- 
minal system installed. 

The selection of a Newton resident 
for the high honor of a Supreme court 
judge brings to mind the fact that 
while Newton has been repeatedly 
honored by the selection of its resi- 
dents for the Superior court, this is 
the first time, we believe, that a place 
on the highest bench has been given 
one of our citizens Governor .-fllen 
has made no mistake in appointing 
Mr. Fred T. Field to the Supreme 
court. 


We are glad to note that Postmas- 
ter Baker of the Boston office favors 
a return to the former system of pos- 
tnl service in this city. There is a 
possibility now, we understand, that 
the present cumbersome plan will be 
abandoned. 


We are asked to warn our readers 
that if they are approached by solici- 
tors on a so called "Vocational Better- 
ment Contest” information should be 
sought of the Newton School authori- 
ties. 


The aldermen made a wise choice 
in the election of Mr. Benjamin J.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

Newton citizens will have a sympa- 
thetic understanding of the troubles 
other cities are experiencing in seek- 
ing tin' passage of special pension 
biils. Tlie House, after a debate, sub- 
stituted for adverse reports of the 
Committee on Pensions three special 
pension hills. One authorizes the city 
of Springfield to pension a veteran 
city employe and the others give the 
city of Cambridge authority to pension 
two veteran employes. During t lie dis- 
cussion of these measures it was 
pointed out that last year similar legis- 
lation was vetoed by the then Gover- 
nor — Alvan T. Fuller. Even those 
who opposed the substitution of these 
bills admitted the justice of the bills 
and agreed that an employe of many 
years should be cared for by the city 
and that the General Court ought to 
provide such powers for every munici- 
pality. 

It was urged by some speakers that 
a general bill should be passed with 
all these provisions. As the matter 
stands now the House has substituted 
these bills. What the Senate may do 
is a question. Should that branch also 
pass them the matter will come before 
Governor Allen and he will be called 
upon to consider the advisability of 
special bills for every city and town 
thnt wishes to do something for a vet- 
eran employe but cannot without en- 
abling legislation. 

Representatives Baker. Luit wider 
and Thompson of Newton voted "No” 
on the rollcall on the motion to sub- 
stitute for an adverse committee re- 
port the bill that street railway em- 
ployes work eight hours in eleven 
rather than nine in eleven as the pres- 
ent law provides. The Newton Repre- 
sentatives were in the minority, how- 
ever. as the bill was substituted. 123 
to S3. 

An example of useless legislation, 
of which there is the usual amount 
this year, was the petition that the 
Governor be requested to issue a pro- 
clamation calling for the display of 
the National flag on all State build- 
ings on the fourth of March, 1929, in 
recognition of the 300th anniversary 
of the granting of the charter to the 
Governor and Company of the Massa- 
chusetts Bay in New England. The 
Committee on Ways and Means found 
immediately upon taking up the mea- 
sure that no such authority was nec- 
essary. The constitution permits a 
Governor to issue proclamations when 
he sees fits. No Governor would fail 
to recognize the importance of any 
historical anniversary and if the mat- 
ter were only called to his attention 
would proceed to prepare for a fit- 
ting observance. However, in this 
instance the petitioners put the State 
to the expense of printing copies of 
the bill and demanded the time of 
the committee in holding a hearing. 
In other words, much time was con- 
sumed that might have been saved. 

Senator Hollis, for the Committee 
on, Metropolitan Affairs, moved in 
the Senate to have referred to the 
Ways and Means Committee the spe- 
cial report of the Metr 9 politan Dis- 
trict Commission relating to the bill 
authorizing the construction of a 
parkway or boulevard from a point 
near the junction of Newton street 
with Hammond street in Brookline to 
Beacon street in Newton. The Sen- 
ate thereupon adopted Senator Hol- 
lis' motion. 

One of the several “Greater Bos- 
ton” schemes fell by the wayside with 
a dull, sickening thud when last Wed- 
nesday the House, without debate or 
division, accepted the adverse report 
if the Committee on State Adminis- 
tration on the bill that the name of 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
be changed to the Greater Boston 
Commission. Representative Luit- 
wieler is House chairman of that com- 
mittee and had charge of the adverse 
report.

WHEREAS, Our beloved friend and 
former Pastor, the Rev. George Gard- 
ner Phipps, lins been called home 
from his labors among us, be it 
RESOLVED, That tlie Newton 
Highlands Congregational Church 
hereby expresses gratitude for tlie 
blessings which long fellowship with 
him has brought. For fifteen years 
(1878-1893) he was a faithful Pastor 
of our church, ever concerned for its 
welfare, an inspiring lender, zealous 
in ids work, earnest in his efforts for 
tlie members of tlie parish, unselfish 
iu service, a sincere follower of the 
Christ he worshiped. 

Graduating, so to speak, from 
parish to community work, he has 
since devoted his boundless energy 
and enthusiasm to a broader and more 
general service throughout the vil- 
lage and beyond. Anywhere, every- 
where. he was anxious to minister 
to others. As ho went about doing 
good, he knew not color, race, or 
creed; need of body, mind, or spirit 
was tlie Open Sesame which invari- 
ably unlocked the great storehouse 
of ills love and sympathy. 

Through everything in nature, he 
saw and worshiped nature's C.od; and 
through art, music, and poetry, he 
constantly interpreted to his fellow- 
men the Master of Men. He was a 
keen observer, and often uttered 
truths of sparkling brilliancy. With 
a fund of information, a keen sense 
of humor, and ability as a story- 
teller and at repartee, lie was a pleas- 
ing companion, a delightful friend, a 
wise counsellor. Children loved him 
for his willingness and ability to 
adapt himself to their needs and in- 
terests. 

He persistently refused to live in 
the past. Not backward, but forward, 
was a guiding principle of his life; 
and as he pressed on lie was always 
seizing opportunities to lend a hand. 
Upon the waters of life, he cast most 
generously of the bread of love, 
sympathy, and service for others'; 
and in later life he found the 
prophecy true, as that bread returned 
to him iu the varied offerings of un- 
counted friends. 

No words of tongue or pen can so 
well express his devotion, ids faith 
and assurance, as do his own verses, 
written after ninety years’ experience 
with life, and published just before 
lie passed away. They ring out as a 
great challenge, flung back, as it 
were, by one standing at the portals 
of glory.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

Early last year the Board of Alder- 
men appropriated $2700 for a traffic 
tower in Nonantum Square, Newton. 
Some months ago at a conference be 
tween the Traffic Committee of tlie 
Aldermen, the Chief of Police, the 
Street Commissioner, representatives 
of the Edison Company and Mr. Me- 
Near who was selected to furnish the 
tower at Nonantum Square and the 
traffic tower at Newton Centre Square, 
the designs of the two new towers 
were decided upon and the Edison 
representative stated that the towers 
would be erected and in operation six 
weeks after being ordered. On the 
strength of this information it was 
published in tlie Graphic that the tow- 
er at Nonantum Square would be in 
place before the first of this year. We 
were informed by officers of the New- 
ton Business Associates that this or- 
ganization at its meeting held a few 
weeks ago voted to inquire why tlie 
tower had not been erected. Tlie in- 
formation received by tlie secretary 
of the Business Associates is — that 
the tower was not ordered until De- 
cember 15 and will not he erected 
until next March. In the meantime 
Traffic Officer Ray Taffe, and Traffic 
Officers Henry Laughliu and Frank 
Feeley, who are on duty in Nonantum 
square, are enduring the discomforts 
of exposure to the inclement weather 
of another New England winter. If 
whoever is responsible for the de- 
lay in the installation of the tower 
had to stand for a few hours in tlie 
middle of Nonantum Square one of 
the biting cold days we have had re- 
cently, it is more than probable that 
the structure would have been erect- 
ed before now. 

The Read Fund Lectures will be 
started for the 15th year on February 
20 in the hall of tlie Underwood 
School. Years ago. before "movies” 
were invented, illustrated lectures 
by means of stereopticon slides under 
tlie auspices of the Read Fund were 
quite a treat to tlie "kids” of Newton 
Corner. The lectures were given in 
Eliot Hall. Can you imagine tlie boys 
and girls of today getting a thrill by 
looking at stereopticon pictures? 

It has been suggested that persons 
residing in Chestnut Hill and other 
sections of this city, where houses 
set a considerable distance back from 
streets, place at some point on tlie 
street line in front of their residences 
tlie street number of each house. It 
ts difficult, even in the daytime for 
anyone searching for some particular 
residence to find it when no house 
lumbers are visible from the street. 
It is more than difficult at night time. 
Recently the fire department received 
i telephone call that there was fire in 
i house on a certain street at Chest- 
nut Hill. The apparatus made a quick 
espouse to the call but had to travel 
up and down the street a couple of 
times before the firemen could locate 
*he house because tlie houses on tlie 
itreet set well back and there are 
10 identifying numbers visible from 
the street.

face of a shark’s tooth, says O. W. 
Barrett of the Department of Agricul- 
ture of Porto Rico, to scratch glass 
as glaciers scratch It with a diamond. 

Shark’s teeth are now eolle ;od, 
says Mr. Barrett In describing In the 
Sclent Hie Monthly of New York city, 
the growing commercial Importance of 
the shnrk-flshing Industry, and are 
used for watch fobs and other Jewelry, 
for which purpose their extreme hard- 
ness Is declared to make them espe- 
cially suitable. 

This hardnees Is due, the Porto 
Rican expert reports, to the fact that 
shark teeth are unique in the world 
in being composed of almost pure en- 
amel. without the softer Inner por- 
tions, which make human teeth, for 
example, so subject to decay. 

In many nnclcnt 4 rocks of the earth 
geologists find millions «.f scattered 
teeth from ancient representatives of 
the shark family. 

Even millions of years ago sharks 
evidently had such hard and Inde- 
structible teeth that even when all 
other hones and body partly decayed 
the teeth lasted and were preserved 
in the rocks.

VOCATIONAL SCHOOL 

(Continued from Pago 1 

with the Instructor!*, cneh of whom 
lias been asked to Interpret his work 
and to give In writing his personal 
opinion of the present situation with 
such recommendations as he wishes 
to make that might help in planning 
a re-organization. Conferences liavo 
also been held with specialists in vo- 
cational education, including Mr. 
Small and Mr. Shay of the State De- 
partment. A personal visit was made 
to the Springfield Trade Sehool to 
study its organization and operation, 
including the outlines for related and 
academic work. The general plans 
and purposes of vocational education 
ns authorized by legislative enact- 
ment have been carofully roviowed. 

I find that the intent of the law as 
interpreted by the State Department 
is to crente schools to tench real 
trades, or parts of trades, under trade 
conditions ns fully as possible, and 
that approval is supposed to be given 
to only such schools as meet fully 
the prescribed requirements. 

That the Newton Vocational School 
lias not measured up in all particulars 
to the required standard may, in part 
at least, be due to the conflict of opin- 
ion as to just what kind of work 
should he undertaken and how it 
should be carried on. Most of those 
who sponsor trade education believe 
that the major emphasis should lie on 
tiie practical trade work, of which the 
shop is the center. To this they would 
add such study of mathematics, draw- 
ing and science as relates to the 
trades, and that this related work 
would differ in kind and amount ac- 
cording to its application to the par- 
ticular trade for which each boy was j 
in training. There would also be a 
limited amount of time, about 20 per 
cent, devoted to general science, in- 
cluding health and hygiene, English 
and citizenship. 

Others believe in a more general ed- 
ucation along traditional lines, to- 
gether with a reasonable amount of 
practical shop work. Many of these 
go so far as to affirm that all pupils, 
without regard to the trade pursued 
should have the same kind and ap- 
proximately the same amount of acad- 
emic exposure, contending that we 
should train for administrative posi- 
tions and leadership in the trades. 
That is, to turn out embryo foreman 
and shop superintendents. And this 
regardless of the fact that a large 
proportion of the students can never 
lie so trained and that all, however 
broadly trained, must, in going into 
the industries, accept positions as op- 
eratives to advance from one skill to 
another if promotion is to he achieved. 

This latter plan seems to be one 
underlying the purpose of tiie Voca- 
tional Department of the Newton 
High School. I find, for instance, that 
all students are required to take four 
years of mathematics, the major part 
of which is of general or traditional 
character, and about the same in quan- 
tity for all pupils regardless of the 
trade for which they are preparing, 
except some variation in the work 
prescribed for the electrical group. 
There is some attention given to 
shop or related mathematics, but this 
is almost infinitesimal as compared 
with the whole. The purely trade 
school would, after drilling on the fun- 
damental operations and fractions, 
limit the required mathematics to 
such problems and applications that 
pertain to each trade. Tiie same is 
true as regards mechanical drawing. 
All are given a four year course, much 
of which is general, even though it is 
obvious that sonic trades need but 
little if any skill in mechanical draw- 
ing. Science is another subject given 
undue prominence, not so much per- 
haps in time as in kind. The rest of 
the academic work is attempted along 
the same lines as in regular high 
school courses, with slight modifica- 
tions in recognition of the varying 
abilities of the pupils. In many cuses 
it is largely text book work, and the 
same books are used as for the reg- 
ular high school courses. 

In other words, we are not carrying 
on a real trade school as expected and 
required by the State, but seem to 
be attempting to approximate a Tech- 
nical School with a distinctive cul- 
tural aim and a possible preparation 
for higher institutions or executive 
leadership in the trades; such distinc- 
tive trade training as results is inci- 
dental to the educational program 
rather than its dominant objective. 

Given the same type of students as 
are found in most classical and gen- 
eral high school courses, this plan 
would have more substantial argu- 
ments in its favor, but we cannot es- 
cape the fact that a large majority 
of tiie pupils are in tiie Vocational 
Department simply because they are 
not prepared for and could not pursue 
successfully regular high school acad- 
emic courses. Those are the pupils 
for whom vocational education was 
originally established. To undertake 
to give them the other type of educa- 
tion is in effect attempting the im- 
possible and defeating the original 
aim. They need, however, all the 
training that wo can give that will 
the bettor onablo them to go out into 
the industries and become successful, 
self-supporting citizens, and we can- 
not escape our obligations by denying 
them these privileges. 

Regardless of what might he said 
in favor of a cultural basis for trade 
school the Commonwealth, which is 
an active co-operating agent in es- 
tablishing and maintaining these 
schools, has laid down definite rules 
which must govern if wo are to re- 
ceive approval and reimbursement. 
Wo must, therefore, accept the purely 
trade basis ns the modus operand! 
which must be followed. 

Recommendations for Reorganization 

The recommendations which I am 
submitting ure in harmony witli the 
State requirements and luivo the ap- 
proval of Mr. Small, to whom they huve 
been submitted. I am influenced by 
the knowledge thut no substitute or 
half-way measures will be acceptable, 
that a complete reorganization is ne- 
cessary. My conclusions are basod on 
my own personal convictions, arrived 
at after a somewhat brief but inten- 
sive study of present conditions and 
future needs. I am presenting no tan- 
gible or statistical evidence in proof 
of my findings, but am content to rost 
tbe case on what seems to me a com- 
mon sense and dlroct way to achieve 
the objectives of a trude school. To 


a certain degreo some of tho sugges- 
tions are nlready now in operation in 
the school, hut a different emphasis 
is perhaps deslrahlo if tho department 
is to function on a purely trade basis. 

Mr. Small in his report to the Sur- 
vey Committee criticized certain prac- 
tices of the Vocational School and of- 
fered several suggestions for its im- 
provement. Since any plans of re- 
organization must he approved by Mr. 
Small, 1 have naturally tried to incor- 
porate lifs suggestions in tho follow- 
ing recommendations: 

1. That all present courses ho con- 
tinued, temporarily at lenst. This Mr. 
Small definitely recommended in his 
report to tho Survey Committee. At 
first. I felt that one course should bo 
dropped and a new line of work sub- 
stituted. After a study of tho situa- 
tion I fully endorse Mr. Small’s recom- 
mendation. It may also be desirable 
to expand one or two of these courses 
if an outlet can be provided for prac- 
tical work. 

The continuance of any trade course 
or tiie introduction of new ones should 
bo determined only after a careful 
survey of conditions and opportuni- 
ties in the industries. In fact, tho 
presence of any course can be justi- 
fied only if boys so trained can be 
absorbed into the trade. In the final 
analysis tho justification of tiie school 
itself rests on the same basis. It 
would, of course, he unreasonable to 
expect 100 per cent placement, but 
we do have a right to expect a very 
high percentage. 

2. That a three year course be sub- 
stituted for the present four year 
course. While this appears to shorten 
the time for practical training in a 
trade, I believe ample time is, never- 
theless, provided for such training as 
the school can profitably give, that 
further training can best be secured in 
the trade itself. As a matter of fact, 
the majority of those who graduate 
have been in the school less than four 
years. 

3. That the work in each shop be 
broken up into definite short unit 
courses; that intensive application be 
given to each unit until completed. 
By this method a boy dropping out at 
any time after the completion of a 
single unit is prepared to go into the 
industries as a trained operative in 
that particular phase of the trade. The 
fact that so many students do drop 
out before completing the course em- 
phasizes the importance of this ar- 
rangement. Personally, I do not be 
lieve that tho efficiency of a trade 
school should be determined merely by 
the number of graduates. Indeed, its 
greatest value, bnsed upon the 
number benefltted, depends upon the 
preparation it can give to those who, 
for financial or other reasons, cannot 
romain for graduation. The work of 
the school is fully justified if these 
students can be prepared to function 
successfully in lines for which they 
have received training. 

4. That the work of each trade as 
carried on in the industries shall be 
carefully studied by the shop teacher 
to the end that each short unit shop 
course shall conform to specific opera- 
tions of a particular trade. 

5. That the related academic work 
shall be based on actual needs of the 
trade as determined by a study of 
such needs. 

6. That the courses in mechanical 
drawing be largely reorganized and 
modified. At present all groups take 
mechanical drawing throughout the en- 
tire course. I recommend no such gen- 
eral course be required of the hoys 
in the print shop, but that they be giv- 
en a short course in design drawing; 
that the cabinet making group he giv- 
en only such mechanical drawing as 
lias direct bearing upon their work; 
that the automobile division he given 
a short course of free hand drawing, 
instead of the three-year course in 
mechanical drawing which they now 
have; that tiie work of tho electrical 
boys be largely confined to floor plans, 
sketching and layout for wiring. 

7. That drafting as a course may 
be retained for selected pupils who 
show special talent in this work, and 
who desire to prepare for positions 
as draftsmen. 

8. That, so far as possible, related 
mathematics, related science and that 
phase of mechanical drawing relating 
to a particular trade shall be taught 
by the shop teachers. 

9. That regular academic work 
shall include an elementary course in 
arithmetic, and such practical parts 
of elementary algebra and geometry 
as are necessary for the understand- 
ing and solution of trade problems. 
Advanced work may be offered only 
to those pupils who demonstrate abil- 
ity to profit fully by this opportunity. 
Elementary English, history and citi- 
zenship, general science, including 
health and hygiene, should receive the 
same amount of attention as now. The 
content of these courses, however, 
should be carefully outlined with tho 
needs and capacity of the pupils clear- 
ly in mind. 

10. That each shop teacher be re- 
quired to prepare, if lie has not al- 
ready done so, definite outlines of 
work on the project or unit basis; 
that these outlines be checked up and 
approved by the State Department, by 
the School Department and by an ad- 
visory representative from the trade. 
That he shall also prepare a complete 
and itemized outline for all related 
science, mathematics and drawing for 
similar approval. 

11. That the academic teachers pre- 
pare courses of study, not on the text 
book basis, but on the topic or project 
basis. That these outlines, topic by 
topic, and complete for each topic, bo 
put into the liands of the pupil, one 
at a time, and that the pupils be al- 
lowed to progress on the individual 
basis, each at ills own rate. All sub- 
jects, of course, do not lend them- 
selves equally well to this individual 
plan, but so far as possible, it should 
bo followed. Mathematics is ricli in 
such possibilities. With pupils of such 
varying abilities and with relatively 
small classes all work must, to a large 
extent, bo individualized. Wo have no 
right to assume that all pupils can, 
or should, bo expected to accomplish 
Hie sumo amount of work. 

12. That certain iudividuul pupils, 
who full in most of tlieir ucudemic 
work, may he given more shop and 
less academic work. 

13. Any pupil who bus already com- 
pleted tho major yurt of ills academic 
work in another department of the 
high school or who may have grudu- 

. uted from a high school und wishes to 
prepare for a trude, muy transfer to 


tho Vocational School with permission 
to ongago in shop work exclusively. 

4. An advisory committee from tho 
trades Is one of tho requirements of 
tiie State Department. In tho early 
days of tho school such committees 
actively cooperated in work of the 
school. Of into years they luivo ceased 
to function, and wo have advisory com- 
mltees in name only. It is not al- 
ways easy to find capable men who 
are willing to give their time In this 
way. 1 recommend, however, that an 
attempt be made to re-organize these 
committees and thus, if possible, se- 
cure the co-operation of men actively 
onneeted with the trades who are 
capable of giving helpful advice in or- 
ganizing and operating tiie different 
departments. 

15. That every possible step be tak- 
en to increase tho productivity of the 
school. This, as you recnll, was par- 
ticularly stressed by Mr. Small. The 
schools provide a market for a consid- 
erable production in certain lines. 
Outside sources must be sought for 
the output in other lines. 

16. That the Director and Heads 
of Departments shall he held respon- 
sible for the placement of pupils as 
they leave school or graduate. They 
shall also be held responsible for se- 
curing a larger amount of productive 
work. To accomplish this they must 
make contacts with tiie industries to 
know the needs and opportunities of 
each. Such co-operation and confi- 
dence should lie secured so that em- 
ployers will apply to the school for 
boys just as they now come to the 
Commercial Department of tho school 
for its graduates. The success of any 
department may well he rated on the 
successful placement of students and 
on tiie volume of productive work. 

17. That the follow-up work re- 
ceive more careful and constant at- 
tention, so that at any date it may 
be possible to know, by tho office rec- 
ords, where each pupil who has left 
or graduated is placed and what he 
is doing. 

18. That the elementary group, so- 
called, shall hereafter be classified as 
an integral part of the Vocational De- 
partment. To all practical purposes 
they are so now. They are all of the 
required age and while many will not 
remain to complete a full course, all 
can be carried through one or more 
short unit courses and be trained for 
some trade work of limited respon- 
sibility. 

19. That a special diploma or cer- 
tificate be given to all who receive 
tiie necessary points to graduate from 
the three year course. Obviously, they 
should not receive, as now, the regu- 
lar high school diploma. 

20. That the diploma he based 
upon a minimum number of shop 
hours plus a designated number of 
minimum academic hours. 

21. I hesitate to make any recom- 
mendation against the unification plan 
adopted by the School Committee and 
apparently strongly approved by 
them. As to general organization 
tills centralized power may periiaps 
be continued with some advantage, 
but it is evident that the vocational 
students can have but few common 
interests or personal contacts with 
the other pupils in tiie High School. 
However, since the Vocational School 
will be housed under the same roof 
with the rest of the secondary schools, 
in charge of the principal, It is in- 
evitable that a certain amount of co- 
ordination will be demanded. We 
must look to the principal of the New 
ton High School for such co-ordina- 
tion and definite authority should be 
given to him to exercise it. 

Therefore, I recommend that he be 
officially designated as co-ordinating 
principal of the Vocational School 
and that the State Department be re- 
quested to approve such an organiza- 
tion. This does not alter the definite 
responsibility of the Director of the 
Vocational School, who is directly re- 
sponsible to the Superintendent of 
Schools us tiie executive officer of the 
School Committee, to whom the State 
Department of Education looks as the 
authoritative spokesman of the School 
Committee. 

22. That if the above recommenda- 
tions are approved by the School 
Committee and the State Department, 
the Director and instructors should 
be expected to co-operate whole heart- 
edly and without reserve in carrying 
them out. By so doing, I believe that 
Newton can have a successful and ap- 
proved Vocational School. 

'3. That committees of instructors 
under the leadership of the Director, 
the Superintendent of Schools and the 
State Department, be organized to re- 
vise the course of study, both shop 
and academic. This will require a 
great deal of thought and work. It 
should be started at once and finished 
with reasonable dispatch. The rest 
of this school year may not give suf- 
ficient time to complete the work in 
its entirety, but wo should be in a 
position to start the new school year 
on a re-organized and approved plan. 

24. That these plans, if approved, 
should be given a fair and reasonable 
trial. Should it become evident that 
there is not sufficient interest aud 
need to justify the continuance of u 
real trade school in full harmony 
with State requirements, then discon- 
tinue tho school as such and make 
other arrangements for tho training 
of tills group of pupils. The next 
two years should give ample time for 
proof, either for or against the per- 
mancy of the school. 

In closing I wish to quote from Mr. 
Small: 

“5. Tho present school should be 
retuined but improved by bettor and 
wider opportunities. It would lie an 
educational tragedy to discontinue it. 

Newton should determino whether 
it wishes to continue to have a voca- 
tional school and whether the charac- 
teristics and standards herein dis- 
cussed accord with their idea of such 
a school. If so, the above suggestions 
should be adopted and put into ef- 
fect.” 

"Newton can huve one of tho best 
vocutioiml schools in the Common- 
wealth. The one factor necessary to 
secure this result, which tiie Com- 
mittee, yourself, und tiie State office 
can do little to create, but much to 
assist, is a whole-hearted, loyal, and 
industrious attempt to put into effec- 
tive operation the typo of vocational 
educational opportunity agreed upon 
as desirable.”

POLICE NEWS 

Why doesn't prohibition prohibit? 
Some of the difficulties encountered 
by the police in attempting to enforce 
the 18th Amendment and the Vol- 
stead Act were revealed In the Newton 
court Wednesday morning at the 
trinl of Frank Bartczak of 200 Con-' 
cord street, Lower Falls, charged with 
keeping and exposing liquor for sale 
and with Illegal sales of liquor. On 
January 5 after a spotter had pur- 
chased three pints of booze from Bart- 
czak, according to the police, the 
house of flint person was raided by 
Serg. Veducclo together with Patrol- 
men Brayton, Charles Feeley and 
Hartford. The police testified that 
when they went to Bartczak's house 
his wife s^w them through a slide in 
the door and refused to allow them 
to enter. They gained entrance by 
breaking a storm door and inner door 
with a crowbar. Another door on the 
second floor of the house was also 
broken open when Mrs. Bartczak re- 
fused to unlock it. The police failed 
to find nny liquor upon searching the 
place but an odor of liquor was no- 
ticed coming from the sink. Serg. 
Veducclo and Patrolman Hartford 
with the aid of a monkey wrench 
opened the trap underneath this sink 
and drained the liquid from the trap. 
This liquid, upon being analyzed was 
found to contain 4.56% alcohol. Ex- 
Congressman Joseph O’Connell of Bos- 
ton, who was attorney for Bartczak, 
asserted that the police, not being li- 
censed plumbers, had no right to open 
the trap. O’Connell also stated that 
Serg. Veducclo had no right to pour 
the liquid found in the trap into an 
empty milk bottle. Serg. Veducclo 
replied that from the odor in the bot- 
tle it was evident that the last liquid 
it had contained before he used it, was 
not milk. It was his belief that the 
liquid he found in the trap had been 
poured there from the same milk bot- 
tle. Bartczak was fined $150 on the 
charge of keeping and exposing liquor 
for snle. He was sentenced to three 
months In jail on each of the two 
charges of making illegal sales of 
liquor. He appealed and was released 
on $900 bonds. 

Margaret Connors, colored, of Hicks 
street. West Newton, furnished some 
excitement Tuesday at police head- 
quarters. Margaret had been arrest- 
ed by Patrolman William Whalen for 
drunkenness. She had been arraigned 
In the Newton court Tuesday morn- 
ing and her case was continued until 
the following day. While being re- 
turned to her cell on the third floor by 
Miss Campbell, the police matron, the 
woman made a dash down the stairs 
to the second floor. Her rush for free- 
dom was interrupted by Patrolman 
Whalen who forced Margaret, after a 
brief struggle Into the cell. She ap- 
peared In court again on Wednesday 
and wns sentenced to the Sherborn 
Reformatory.

KiWANIS CLUB 

The weekly meeting of the Newton 
Kiwanis Club at Auburntlale on 
Tuesday was featured by a talk given 
by Dr. Francis George Curtis, chair- 
man of the Newton Board of Health. 
Dr. Curtis talked on influenza. He 
gavo the opinion that the alleged 
epidemic of influenza is largely news- 
paper talk. He referred to the out- 
break of influenza in 1SSS and 1918 
and contrasted the great number of 
victims In 1918 with the number re- 
ported this year. In 1918 over 5000 
eases of influenza were reported in 
Newton and 166 persons died from 
the disease. During the first 28 days 
of the present month only 57 cases 
of influenza have been reported in 
Newton; many persons have had 
severe colds, but physicians in this 
city have reported only 57 as having 
influenza. 

Dr. Curtis stnted that Influenza in 
itself is rarely fatal. Complications 
resulting from it, mainly pulmonary 
diseases are what cause deaths. One 
indication of the severity of a “flu” 
outbreuk is the prevalence of pneu- 
monia. In January of last yeur 13 
cases of pneumonia were roported in 
Newton. So far this month the same 
number of cases has been reported. 
Dr. Curtis commented that physicians 
are prone not to report all cases of 
pneumonia they treat so that there 
may have been more cases. Ho told 
his listeners that the cause of influ- 
enza has not been discovered and 
while it is apparently a communicable 
disease it is not known how it is 
spread. In 1918 the famous "suicide 
squad” of the United States Navy 
volunteered to assist in an endeavor 
to loarn how influenza is transmitted. 
Throe hundred men were used as 
subjects on which various methods 
wore used which ordinarily would 
communicate a disease hut all of 
forts to spread the "flu" to these 
men failed. In striking contrast was 
the fact that during the 1918 epi- 
demic whole families were wiped out. 
Dr. Curtis said that it was his opin- 
ion, and the opinion of many phy- 
sicians that the so-called influenza 


in 1918 was really pneumonic plague. 
This dread scourge is endemic in 
parts of China and during the war 
large numbers of Chinese collies were 
employed in Europe. The so-called 
“flu” that year started in Europe, 
spread to ^America, appearing first 
in Boston and spreading westward. 

“Influenza,” said Dr. Curtis, "lasts 
hut three or four days, but it is apt 
to so weaken a person that it may 
take weeks for one to regain strength 
after having had the disease. There 
is no specific treatment for influenza. 
The best thing to do is to go to bed, 
call a physician without delay and 
follow his instructions." Dr. Curtis 
stated that experience has proved 
that masks are of little value in pre- 
venting persons in contact with "flu” 
victims from catching t tie sickness. 
One's state of mind is an important 
factor. Persons afraid of catching a 
disease seem more susceptible than 
those less timorous. In the influenza 
epidemic of 1888 young children and 
old folks constituted most of the vic- 
tims, but in 1918 the majority of the 
victims were persons in the prime of 
ifo. 

Asked If whiskey is beneficial in 
the treatment of influenza, Dr. Curtis 
replied that he did not care to ven- 
ture an opinion on this matter. Some 
physicians claim whiskey is bene- 
ficial, others differ. Whether one is 
a “wet” or a "dry” is apt to influence 
one's opinion on this question, ac- 
cording to Dr. Curtis. 

Mark Croker asked the members 
of the Kiwanis Club to contribute to 
a collection which ho took up to pur- 
chase grain for the pheasants, quail 
and other wild birds that frequent 
the woods near the Newton water 
reservation. The snow deprives these 
birds of their supply of food and 
causes them to starve. Mr. Uroker 
told of having for some years sup- 
plied food to the birds when snow 
wus on tin* ground.

Boy Scout School Traffic Police 

Fourteen Boy Scouts of Norumbega 
Council trained by Officer Iviley, as- 
signed to duty by Chief Bernard 
Burke, are now serving as traffic of- 
ficers at tlie Bigelow School in New- 
ton, tlie Stearns School in Nonantum, 
the Burr School in Auburndale and 
the Mason School Center. They 
wear the Scout uniform with white 
cross-belts and special officer badges, 
provided by the Police Department; 
use STOP signs made by tin* metal- 
working department of the Levi 
Warren Junior High School. They 
work <»n schedules prepared by their 
respective school principals. 

This plan is being tried as an ex- 
periment by the Police and School 
Departments and tlie Norumbega 
Council, Boy Scouts of America, till 
April 15, 1929. Chief Burke is very 
keen on the working of the experi- 
ment to date, saying that it not only 
saves the city a great deal of money, 
but also provides protection at cross- 
ings which could not otherwise be 
covered, thus preventing loss of life 
or injury to school children who 
might otherwise be in danger.

The age-old problem of freedom 
and license, Including the develop- 
ment of morality by restrictive regu- 
lations, were discussed by Prof. Kirt- 
ley F. Mather at the regular weekly 
meeting of the Mather Class last 
Sunday morning at the Newton 
Centre Woman’s Club House. 

The observation lias been made 
that we are trying to develop religion 
through ignorance, morality through 
law, government through acquies- 
cence, and righteousness through 
hypocrisy. 

That sounds severe, hut it opens 
up a serious subject for considera- 
tion. What about tlie question of 
personal liberty? There is such a 
burden of laws and regulations now- 
adays that it probably would he im- 
possible or at least impracticable to 
put them all in one place. 

Prohibition is Just now in the pub- 
lic eye. Some think it infringes per- 
sonal liberty. There is widespread 
refusal to obey that law, and the con- 
sequence is a disrespect for all law. 
Along with these restrictions goes 
the censorship of books, plays, and 
addresses. Personal liberties are in 
real danger of being infringed. You 
cannot make an address on Boston 
Common without obtaining permission 
of the police. 

In our civil life we witness in- 
creasing restriction of personal free- 
dom by government regulation. 

The opposite tendency prevails in 
religion, and that is toward increas- 
ing freedom. The liberal ideas re- 
garding the old codes of conduct and 
the old creeds consider them of 
diminishing importance. Jesus felt 
free to disregard certain regulations 
as to the things which one might do 
on the Sabbath. 

If everybody is free to do as he 
pleases, you get anarchy, where there 
is no supervision of anybody by any- 
one else. Does liberty lead to an- 
archy? Some fear that the modern- 
ist, by having no external authority 
in religion, is on the road to religious 
anarchy, where anybody is free to be- 
lieve what he pleases, and where his 
religious structure, founded on the 
shifting sands of individualistic 
opinion, will crash to the ground. 

A great principle or truth, pushed 
to the extreme, becomes ridiculous, 
or. at least, unsatisfactory. The in- 
dividual has rights and society as a 
whole has rights. How shall we 
harmonize them? Most of us obey 
the regulations because we recognize 
the social prerogative. We appreciate 
the inherent rights of other people. 

The automobilists wait for the 
green light. It is only by regulations 
of that sort that society can pro- 
ceed without friction. When regu- 
lations appear reasonable, we obey 
them and forget about rights. We 
nize the reasonableness of a 
certain amount or regulations. How 
shall it be so arranged that only the 
reasonable regulations will be estab- 
lished? Wisdom is needed by those 
who make them, and intelligence is 
required of people in general. 

Paul had a problem involving per- 
sonal liberty. A local custom forbade 
the eating of meat that had been of- 
fered to idols. Paul said that it was 
all right for Christians to eat the 
meat, because the meat was un- 
harmed and the idol was valueless, 
but he himself refrained from eating 
the meat, because, if he ate it and 
another person, who thought it sin- 
ful. saw him do so, that person’s 
morale might be broken down. Paul 
imposed the entire burden on him- 
self. He did not try to regulate 
other people. Professional moral- 
izers, who think they are in charge 
of our morals, might well take this 
to heart, when they try to regulate 
other people. Such professionals are 
district attorneys, police censors of 
plays, committees who decide on 
banning certain books, and the 
gentlemen at Washington who de- 
termine what literature shall pass 
through the mails. To Paul the ques- 
tion was, not what was right, but 
what was expedient. He believed in 
limiting his own freedom when it was 
expedient to do so. He imposed 
more limitations on himself than on 
others. He -believed that the re- 
straint of self helped others. 

Knowledge, judgment, and wisdom 
are needed, in order to determine 
what conduct will promote the finest 
habits in society. Freedom is a pre- 
rogative of human beings. It comes 
only in a law-abiding way within the 
law. We must first discover what 
the laws .are. Then we can select 
such freedom as is possible within 
the law. This closes the door against 
anarchy. 

Some people dream of a Utopia 
where no laws are necessary and all 
men are free to do what is best for 
the social group. This is an impos- 
sible arrangement, because we live in 
a world of law. Utopia is governed, 
not by laws made by man but by 
laws that regulate the universe, 
which laws do not have to be phrased 
in words or engraved on statute 
books. Mankind has to state its laws 
in words, in order to guide the ig- 
norant ones. Words are necessary. 

We are members of society, and it 
does make a difference to others what 
we do. 

Horace said the last word on the 
subject about 2 H) years ago: "Who 
then is free? The wise man who has 
learned to govern himself." 

Recently Prof. Mather attended a 
meeting of the Association of Amer- 
ican Colleges at Chattanooga, where 
many college men. including college 
presidents, discussed the place of 
religion in higher education. The 
college presidents were plainly wor- 
ried. One subject under discussion 
was compulsory chapel. Some col- 
leges have abandoned it. Religion 
really is not in a declining state. It 
is advancing. Many schools have 
establ sli.»d a position wlure the 
man’;, sole Job is to foster tin re- 
ligious and spiritual development of 
the students. He has large freedom. 
He is not like a Y. M. C. A. Secretary 
on a meagre salary, but is compar- 
able to a full Professor. Where com- 
pulsory chapel is abandoned, the 
student no longer has the impression 
that lie is forced into it. "Whoso- 
ever will may come." It is pleasanter 
for the speaker to address 100 who

Of all the sign-ridden spots I have 
observed t there is one in Newton 
Corner— ns we hate to call It but 
find we must that stan. is unhappily 
conspicuous above all others. How 
it happens I do not know and why It 
should be necessary to so inflict the 
neighborhood with non-advertising 
not lees is beyond my limited powers 
of comprehension. I must say I 
sympathize with the residents of 
that section, assuming, of course, they 
ire open to my offer of kind inten- 
tions. 

There is no criticism intended of 
the people who permit the city to 
bear down on them to the extent of 
six posts and eight signs all within 
a few yards. I suppose they have 
found it usoless to protest. On the 
other hand the city olficials will no 
doubt say that these things are abso- 
lutely necessary and are required by 
.aw. We can answer that argument 
and not be called a "red” for daring 
to insinuate that the hand of consti- 
tuted authority should not be upheld 
no matter how many signs it may 
hold. 

Last Sunday, seeking to gather 
some fresh air on a snappy Winter s 
.lay, I walked to the banks of the 
Charles river. It was this pilgrim- 
age which unfolded to me the collec- 
tion of signs. There was, I must ad- 
mit, variety as well as quantity. As 1 
for beauty, I cannot speak since all 
the signs were intended for practical 
purposes. But why so many? 

This sign-sore spot is the junction 
of Charlesbank road and St. James 
street. There is a street sign for each 
street, which is quite necessary. 
That makes two. There is a sign on 
the north side of St. James street .that 
tells that it is a one-way thorough- 
fare. On the east side of Charles- 
bank road is another one-way sign 
post. That makes four posts. Then 
on the corner of what would be the 
extension of St. James street is an- 
other post. This bears two ugly 
boards. On one is painted, “No 
Exit Dangerous” and on the other, 
“Private Way — Dangerous.” Added 

to this is one of the flashing traffic 
lights in the center of Charlesbank, 
six posts in all. One illuminated 
side of the traffic sign says, as I r 
call, “Stop” and the other “Do Not 
Enter.” So you have eight signs to 
read. 

I began to wonder if these signs 
were really needed or if some com- 
promise could not be reached where- 
by a few might be cut out. Then it 
occured to me that the city officials 
might have chosen the spot as a place 
for exhibiting Newton’s various forms 
of public signs. If the latter is the 
case I must admit the exhibit seems 
most complete. 

Tributes will be paid throughout 
the country this evening to the mem- 
ory of Robert Burns. It is the anni- 
versary of his birth at Alloway, near 
Ayr, Scotland. I said that this coun- 
try will honor him, but I should have 
said all ether English-speaking com- 
munities and particularly those under 
the British flag. Here is a poet of 
the ages, who has the affection of 
many. Evidence of this is found in 
the fact that he is referred to as 
“Bobbie,” which means that he must 
be liked and have been liked from 
the days when his poems won recog- 
nition and appreciation. 

I suppose no writer of verse has 
been so freely quoted, or misquoted 
by the rich and the poor and the 
half-way between. He has said so 
many truths in song that greater 
weight lias been attached to them 
than would ordinarily. Is there 
home, humble or otherwise, that does 
not contain its volume of Burns' 
poems? Surely not one that lias 
been long established. You may 
wander in any house where there are 
gray-haired occupants and somewhere 
you will find a book of Burns' poems. 
It may be that it Isn’t in a prominent 
place any longer, but there is some 
one who can tell where it is and in a 
jiffy run over its pages and find his 
favorite poems. 

What poet has had the distinction 
of having his verses translated into 
so many languages? What writer has 
inspired more people to endeavor to 
master the Scotch dialect in tlieir ef- 
forts to repeat verses and songs they 
love? Robert Burns lived a short, 
sad life and yet his fume is lasting. 

All sorts of observances will be 
held tonight in honor of his memory 
Some will be of a literary character 
some will be social, with dancing, 
music and frivolity. Other Burns 
admirers will no doubt gather where 
flows the beverage thut marred the 
poet's own life. It is safe to say that 
were he alive tonight Burns would 
be at home in any one of these 
places and thoroughly approve of 
what was taking place in each one. 

It is the privilege of those who 
seek the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment to the Federal constitu- 
tion to continue in their efforts to 
arouse public interest. Whatever 
their objective, repeal or modifica- 
tion, they have a tremendous task be- 
fore them and all the energy, time 
and money they have at their corn 
maud will be needed to make an im- 
pression.

But to go back to the Senatorial 
districts. The State Senator is in- 
structed to vote in favor of a certain 
proposition under the provisions of 
the public opinion There is no 

penalty imposed if he fails to carry 
out these instructions. I have seen 
members of the Legislature ignore 
instructions on other matters and will 
he much surprised if a considerable 
number of them do not refuse to fol- 
low the wishes of the “wet” majority 
In tlieir districts. 

Furthermore, voters have come to 
learn that “instructing” State Sen- 
ators or Representatives is a waste 
of time. The method is too indirect. 
No, I can’t see it. The whole thing 
is too far-fetchgd to prove effective. 
Incidentally, the "drys” are by no 
means asleep at the switch. 

There is much information con- 
tained in a recent report of the State 
Commission on Juvenile Crime deal- 
ing with the reasons children prefer 
to spend their spare time in places 
other than their homes. Some 10,000 
hildren were asked their views and 
the replies received formed the basis 
of the commission’s report. It ap- 
pears that at 11 years of age 70 per 
ent. of the girls and 60 per cent, of 
the boys preferred to spend their 
leisure hours at home. For every 
year after that there was a loss of 
live per cent, of the child to the home 
up to 17 years of age when the study 
eased. 

Well, here we have in figures 
tilings that have been going on un- 
der our very noses and the noses of 
our ancestors and their ancestors. 
The whole business, simmered down, 
is: "What are you going to do about 
it?” If a youngster likes to go out 
•ather than stay at home it doesn’t 
necessarily follow that the parents 
are to blame. This tying the re- 
sponsibility to the father and mother 
is an easy thing to do but not al- 
ways fair. Parents who have done 
everything they could to make their 
son happy have found him filled with 
wanderlust at an early age. Nothing 
will induce a child of a roving na- 
ture to stick around the family fire- 
side. 

Many youngsters or full grown boys 
and girls have gone forth into the 
world to get away from their people. 
Most of them have come hack and 
with a feeling that they had made a 
mistake. Of coarse there are homes 
which are not agreeable to a child 
when he or she reaches the age of 
understanding. George Ado once 
note a fable for the movies which 
told the story of a girl whose home 
was not congenial. As I remember 
there were several younger brothers 
and sisters; the total income was 
small and things were not any too 
happy. The heroine decided to be- 
come an actress and after encounter- 
ing disappointments, hardships and 
eventually failure returned to the 
parental roof, grateful for its shelter. 
Mr. Ade pointed a moral. He said. 
“Be it ever so sloppy there’s no place 
like home.” And lie was right. 

I cannot sympathize with parents 
who allow their homes to become 
what Mr. Ade characterizes as 
“sloppy.” It is often these fathers 
and mothers who follow their own in- 
clination, indulge tlieir appetites for 
gay parties and late hours and who 
at the same time expect their young- 
sters to become shining examples of 
well-behaved children. Sort of un- 
reasonable on the part of the old 
folks, as I see it. If a kid sees mother 
chasing off to bridge parties when 
she should he home and father play- 
ing golf on Sunday when his offspring 
is supposed to be at Sunday school- 
well, can you blame kids? No, you 
can’t. Give ’em a chance. 

Postmaster Roland M. Baker, in 
his communication to the Graphic, 
says that he has advised Hon. John 
H. Bartlett, First Assistant Post- 
master General that the Boston office 
should be allowed to discontinue the 
present system of carrier distribution 
centralized at the Newton Centre 
branch postoffice and “go hack to the 
old scheme of each office in Newton 
completely handling its own mail." 
Mr. Baker further says that before 
Mr. Bartlett gives his decision he 
will probably have the entire Newton 
sections of the Boston postal district 
inspected in order to see that Mr.

LEGISLATION. The Legislative 
Policy of 1929 Outlined by Mrs. Fred 
L. Pigeon. State chairman, Depart- 
ment of Legislation states, that at a 
special meeting of the Executive 
Board it was voted to recommend for 
study and consideration: — 

(1) The General Federation resolu- 
tion on legislation for reuniting of 
families of immigrants. 

“The General Federation passed 
a resolution that Clubwomen urge 
Congress to pass the necessary 
legislation for the reuniting of 
separated families of aliens who 
were legally admitted to the Uni- 
ted States prior to the enactment 
of the Immigration Law of July. 
1924, by allowing their wives and 
unmarried minor children to come 
to this country without delay even 
after the quota has been reached” 

(2) A Bill to Provide for Zoning 
the State Highways. 

(3) Milk Legislation. 

(4) A Resolve for a Special Com- 
mission on children’s laws. 

(5) A Bill to license Boarding 
Homes for Aged People. 

(6) Status of the Billboard Case. 
It was also voted that at the Mid- 
winter Meeting action be taken on No. 
5 and that a resolution be presented 
on No. 4. 

On February 26. 1925. the State Fed- 
eration endorsed the bill making wom- 
en liable for jury service with suitable 
exemptions. 

On February 16, 1926. the State Fed- 
eration endorsed a bill which pro- 
vided for an extended plan of educa- 
tion for children up to the age of 16 
years. 

Printed material enlarging on the 
subject matter relating to each bill 
will he sent to local Legislative chair- 
men and will be available for others 
interested on request. 

Copies of State bills may be secured 
from Frank Cole,, director, Legislate 
Document Room, State House, Bos 
ton. Mass.

“What is the status of Hie drys in 
the Republican Party of Massachu- 
setts?” was the question discussed at 
a meeting of the County Presidents 
and Executives of the Massachusetts 
W. C. T. U. at 541 Massachusetts ave- 
nue, Boston, late Wednesday after- 
noon. A letter was dispatched to Mr. 
Amos Taylor, Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee, in whit h 
the Presidents of the state declare 
that while they have no quarrel with 
the Republican legislature which had 
almost always been friendly, this con- 
stituency did seem aggrieved with 
members of the Republican Commit- 
tee for placing on the November bal- 
lot a legally futile referendum on re- 
peal of the 18th Amendment, a straw 
! vote in to which by orders of their 
national bodies, the drys cannot en- 
ter. 

The letter pointed out that the Re- 
publicans have set up a device in this 
referendum by which Republicans 
| might hereafter he instructed by the 
Democrats, if the Republicans accept- 
ed the instructions as binding. 

In the fifteen districts in which the 
! Senators were instructed for repeal, 
the main instruction, the women de- 
clared, was undoubtedly from the 
Democrats. 

“It seems to us,” said the letter, 
“the time has come for the Repub- 
lican State Committee to decide 
whether it lias any place for the dry 
women or whether it is a wet party 
taking its orders from the Democrats 
and a few wet Republicans.” 

It was voted to send a copy of the 
letter to Governor Frank G. Al,len; 
also to suggest to Governor Allen that 
remarks from prominent police offi- 
cials to the effect that they could not 
enforce the prohibition law were de- 
moralizing and should not go unno- 
ticed by those responsible for the en- 
fori ement of the law.'

highways. 

Clubwomen should keep in mind as 
they lienr and read more of this bill to 
preserve the beauty and charm of tlte 
waysides, that this same wonderful 
natural beauty is a commercial as- 
set of no mean proportion to the State 
itself, bringing tourists front all over 
tlte country, which in dollars and 
cents, means, it is estimated, that 
many millions in cash trade comes in- 
to Massachusetts each year. 

They should note thnt this bill docs 
not seek to stifle trade, but to regulate 
the place at which business should be 
conducted, just as towns and cities 
are deterred from spoiling a beautiful 
residential section by allowing busi 
ness encroachments. Also attention 
is called to the fact that this hill is 
not retroactive; no business can be 
disturbed that is now established.

ABOUT TOWN.

Ethel Barrymore is quoted ns say- 
ing -"Indecent plays never have nny 
success outside of New York." It 
might he added that indecent plays 
would not be successful in New York 
hut for the fnet that most of the 
persons who go to see such plays nro 
people on visits to New York from 
other cities, towns and villages in tho 
United States. People who profess to 
he very respectable in their home 
towns, try to he real devilish when 
they take a trip to the "big town." 


Australia has no prohibition law 
but few persons are being killed hy 
drunken automohilists in that far land. 
The reasons are — a person found 
guilty of driving while under tlie in- 
fluence of liquor who renders another 
person unconscious in a traffic acci- 
dent gets as tlie lowest penalty — loss 
of license. $125 fine and six months 
imprisonment and can get from two 
to four years in Jail; a drunken driver 
convicted of manslaughter can be im- 
prisoned from eight to ten years; if 
convicted of murder through causing 
another person’s death hy driving 
when drunk, the offender may get a 
death sentence. Apparently it is not 
so easy to fix cases in Australia as in 
the United States. 


So far as we have been able to ob- 
serve persons who get arrested for 
drunken driving and who try to use 
influence to have their cases fixed so 
that they will evade the punishment 
and publicity which usually result 
when one is arrested for drunken driv- 
ing. frequently get much mfire publici- 
ty than if they took their medicine in 
the first place. 


The elaborate plans to improve the 
Charles River Basin at Boston by 
building a park for children to play 
in and a sunken roadway to provide 
a traffic artery on which automobiles 
can travel to and from Boston, listens 
well. But there is one complication 
which will result and which would 
have to be met. Most of the huge 
traffic along this new boulevard would 
reach Boston proper at the junction 
of Charles and Cambridge streets, a 
traffic point that already is about as 
congested as is Governor square at 
Kenmore station. 


A prominent Newton citizen who is 
interested in the Charles River Basin 
improvement referred to, was quoted 
as saying that on the proposed sunken 
roadway for automobiles there would 
be practically no speed limit. Auto- 
mobiles could go at express train 
speeds, and then some. This whiz 
travelling might be all right on a 
boulevard with no cross streets and no 
pedestrians to bother the speed mani- 
acs. Of course, even on such a boule- 
vard as this, some drivers travelling 
at 50 or 60 miles an hour might cause 
fatalities by cutting in, or a tire might 
blow up or fly off a car and cause a 
smash-up. But, the thing to he feared 
by allowing autoists to travel at mad 
speeds on any public highway is — 
that some persons who are allowed to 
drive at high rates of speed on some 
roads are apt to drive speedily on 
every road of any length. 

A couple of years ago a person driv- 
ing a car 30 or 35 miles an hour 
would be convicted of driving reck- 
lessly. Today, with cars capable of 
going 80 miles an hour and equipped 
"’Ith four wheel brakes, such speeds 
are considered safe and one must 
drive 40 miles or over to he adjudged 
operating so as to endanger the lives 
and safety of the public, according to 
some judges. Unfortunately old per- 
sons and children can’t think or move 
any more quickly when an automobile 
is approaching them at a rate of 35 
miles an hour than they can when a 
car is approaching at 25 miles an 
hour. Some drivers do not seem to 
realize this with the result as the 
number of speeding cars increases 
so does tlie list of those killed and 
maimed by automobiles. 

What is heroism? Much of the 
heroes and heroines is unadulterated 
blah. Urn- certain member of the 
Boston police department receives an 
unusual amount of publiicty. Hu has, 
according t.» tlie press frequent 
thrilling experiences, in connection 
with a raid he participated in Ha- 
first of tlie week, he had another al- 
eged narrow escape from death. In 
procuring some evidence he had oc- 
casion to climb out onto a sloping 
roof. lie started to slide down the 
icy roof and was rescued from what 
might have been a fatal fall by an- 
other policeman in tin* raiding party 
who performed according to a Bos- 
:<tn paper "Perhaps one of the most 
outstanding acts of heroism in the 
Boston Police Department." Said act 
of heroism consisted of tlie "hero," 
who had stink Ills head out a skv- 
lieht, according to the article in tlie 
pap- r. grabbing the overcoat of the 
falling officer as he was sliding hy 
on liis journey down the roof and 
saving him from the dangerous fall. 
Just where the outstanding heroism 
was shown is a puzzle. What would 
any normal person, policeman or 
other, have done under like circum- 
stances but grab tlie overcoat of the 
falling man?

South Side Playground 

Itosidcnta Do Not Want it Located 
Too Near Homes 


Residents In the vicinity of a pro- 
posed playground on Cypress street, 
Newton Centre, appeared at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night to Inquire concerning 
the plans of this playground and to 
express opposition should the playing 
areas be placed near their residences. 

A petition has been received by the 
Board of Aldermen asking that the 
city purchase land for a playground 
on Cypress street, Newton Centre. 
This land covers an area of about 10 
acres and Is now owned by the New- 
ton Theological Institution. It is pro- 
posed thut this playground serve the 
children in the adjoining sections 
which includes the Thompsonville dis- 
trict. Ellis Speare of Bishopsgate 
road, speaking in the absence of Dr. 
Andrews, president of the Newton 
Centro Improvement Association, told 
of the opportunity, which now exists 
to purchase this land at a low figure; 
an opportunity that will not he avail- 
able long. He expressed surprise 
that opposition has developed to the 
project. 

Chase Eastman of 125 Jackson 
street stated that while he is not op- 
posed to the playground, as a whole, 
he would not want the layout ar- 
ranged to bring the playing spaces 
near his house. He desired to obtain 
more information regarding the mat- 
ter. 

Mrs. Marion Gilbert of 257 Cypress 
street said the plans of the play- 
ground are too vague. She comment- 
ed that the proximity of swings and 
merry-go-rounds would not help her 
property. Joseph J. Hickey of 1181 
Commonwealth avenue, who is devel- 
oping property on Cypress street also 
asked for more definite information. 


Investment Lecture 
For Women Depositors 

Another In Scries Offered By 
Newton Trust Co. 


Mr. J. K. Billingsley of the Invest- 
ment Department of the Old Colony 
Corporation lectured on Wednesday 
morning to the women depositors of 
the Newton Trust Company on "In- 
vestments, ‘To Choose,’ ‘To Avoid.’ ” 

Mrs. Albert S. Hutchinson presid- 
ed at the meeting, which was held as 
usual in the Newton Centre Women’s 
Club. 

Disregarding the matter of stocks, 
Mr. Billingsley named four types of 
bonds, in the order of their security: 

1. First Mortgage Bonds (Senior 
issue). 

2. First and Refunding Mortgage 
Bonds. 

3. Collateral Liens. 

4. Debenture Bonds. 

Dividing all bonds roughly into 
two classes, Industrials and Public 
Utilities, the speaker showed the su- 
periority of the latter in that they 
are not subject to competition, to 
labor disputes, to inventory losses 
and to style elements. 

All these factors are true of Indus- 
trial Bonds. 

In buying bonds one should con- 
sider the economic status of the com- 
modity; the quality of the product 
(something which can be used once 
and thrown away being preferable to 
an article which is not often renewed) ; 
the territory in which' the industry is 
located (the new industrial South, the 
Middle West and New England all 
being good); also the financial stand- 
ing of the company, as shown by its 
balance sheet. 

Be sure that the principal of the 
security is safe and the yield de- 
pendable; that the bond is one that 
can easily be sold and try to buy

Cold Spring Swamp Drain To Be Built 
At City’s Expense —No Betterments 

Aldermen Appropriate $156,146.65 From Sewer Construction Account 
— Two Aldermen Vote Against Order 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night it was voted 
to appropriate $156,146.65 from the 
Sewer Construction Account to build 
a drain and sewer along the line of 
Cold Spring Brook from Homer street 
through land owned by the Newton 
Cemetery Corporation and others to 
Beacon street and thence through 
land near Allen avenue and Beethoven 
avenue. A branch drain and sewer 
will he built along Beacon street to 
connect with territory at Glaston- 
bury Oval and Upland road, Waban. 
The work will be done under the Gen- 
eral Law which means that the whole 
cost will he borne by the City of 
Newton and that no betterments will 
he assessed. 

When this matter was brought be- 
fore the Board for discussion, Aider- 
man Temperly of Ward 5 said, "It is 
with some reluctance that I will vote 
against this order, especially as it 
concerns Ward 5. I have no reason 
for opposing the work itself. I am 
agreeable that this improvement 
should be made. However, I cannot 
vote for It under the General Law. I 
believe that certain definite benefits 
will accrue to owners of land. For 
my part I would like to see this work 
done under the Betterment Law. I do 
not oppose the work but I cannot vote 
for it under the General Law.” 

Alderman Powers referred to criti- 
cisms made by certain members of 
the Board against aldermen who see 
fit to discuss important matters in 
open meetings. He said, ‘ I have no 
desire to get into the limelight by at- 
tempting to pose as an orator hut it 
is my contention that matters which 
involve large expenditures of money 
by the city should he discussed in 
open meetings of the aldermen so 
that the taxpayers of Newton will 
know ‘what’s what.’ This matter has 
been considerably discussed, on my 
part at least, hut I want to explain 
why I persist in being in the minority 
regarding it.” 

“The Cold Spring Swamp problem 
lias been talked about for many years. 
This swampy area is not an asset to 
the city. Every citizen should desire 
to have all of Newton attractive, to 
have this area made available for 
building sites for dwellings. Near 
tlie end of last year this matter came 
before the Board. Apparently it had 
been decided by the Public Works 
Committee and the Finance Commit- 
tee that this matter should receive 
attention* We reallsb that one per- 
son. with very poor judgment con- 
structed a number of houses on boggy 
land off Beacon street. In all prob- 
ability this drain and sewer would re- 
lieve a had situation there but it is a 
question whether the City, as a whole 
should sacrifice improvements which 
are much needed to undo some one’s

mistake. There will he appreciable 
benefits accruing to persons owning 
large areas of land which will be made 
available for building purposes by 
the construction of this drain and 
sewer and it would not be an injus- 
tice to ask these persons to pay some- 
thing towards this improvement.” 

The Ward 1 alderman then read 
from a Newton paper extracts from 
an address delivered last year by ex- 
Alderman Baker before the Newton 
Business Associates. Mr. Baker had 
stated. "Newton is growing so fast 
that it is troubled with indigestion 
in its municipal finances — It is grow- 
ing faster than any city in Massa- 
chusetts. This very rapid growth is 
bringing financial obligations we are 
finding difficulty in meeting. We have 
worked hard to keep the tax rate 
low. If we move fast this problem 
will be aggravated." Alderman Pow- 
ers commented that "Mr. Baker’s 
opinion ought to bear some weight.” 
He referred to the annual meeting of 
the Newton Chamber of Commerce 
held on May 14th last when prom- 
inent citizens of Newton criticized the 
city for the undue delay in installing 
sewers in streets and improving 
streets where property owners had 
petitioned for such work. At that 
meeting Alderman Earle, chairman of 
the Public Works Committee had ex- 
plained how the city finances such 
work. In improving unaccepted 
streets so that they may he accepted 
by the city under the Betterment 
Law, it has been the custom to take 
about $35,000 from the tax levy each 
year and to issue bonds to the amount 
of $50,000. Mr. Earle at that time 
stated that there are 88 miles of un- 
accepted streets in the city, that pe- 
titions were then on hand asking for 
the improving and acceptance of about 


4 % miles of streets under the Bet- 
terment Law and that it was hoped 
to be able to Improve about 2 miles 
of streets with .the money available. 
He explained that the rapid growth 
of the city make it difficult to grant 
all the petitions for the laying out and 
acceptance of new streets and that it 
might be necessary to authorize an 
additional bond issue for this pur- 
pose. 

Alderman Powers referred to the 
long list of petitions for sewers and 
street improvements presented last 
year and not granted. He asked. 
‘‘Assuming that the appropriation for 
Cold Spring Swamp drain and sewer 
is made, does this mean that petitions 
which have been before this Board for 
a year or more will be further de- 
layed?, Will the large amount of 
money to be spent in draining Cold 
Spring Swamp deprive other peti- 
tioners of favorable consideration?" 
He argued that there are many im- 
provements needed in the city. Aban- 
doned tracks of the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton street railway remain on streets 
because the city has not had money 
to resurface these streets, should 
these tracks be removed. Many 
streets in the city, including sections 
of Centre and Washington streets are 
in need of repairs. Sidewalks are in 
poor condition. The streets of the 
city are not properly lighted. The 
school problem is always present as 
evidenced by the request from the 
School Committee that consideration 
he given to plans for a new junior 
high school at the South Side. The 
Ward 1 alderman said. “When you 
make large areas of land in the Cold 
Spring Swamp section available for 
building purposes by building this 
drain and sewer many more petitions

NEWTON FACES CAMB. 
LATIN IN OPENER 

Favored with fortunate bfeaks in 
the round robin series for the Greater 
Boston Interscholastic league ice 
hockey championship Newton high is 
expected to repeat its 19-8 victory. 
The series opens tonight at the Arena 
with Newton opposing Cambridge 
Latin ami Melrose facing Rindge 
Technical. Next week Friday night 
or possibly Saturday afternoon, the 
second set of games will be played 
with Newton versus Rindge and Mel- 
rose versus Cambridge Latin on the 
card. The final games will be played 
on Washington's Birthday afternoon 
with Newton facing Melrose in the 
headliner and Cambridge Latin trying 
again to knock off Rindge. Newton 
Melrose and Rindge qualified for the 
final series some time ago but the 
fourth team was not decided until last 
Saturday when Cambridge Latin hand- 
ed Rindge the biggest surprise of 
the season by blanking it 1 to 0. 

Newton has been strengthened by 
the return of James Brown to the 
line-up after an absence of live 
weeks, during which time he was in- 
eligible.

Owing to the extensive activities 
ut. the Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
House last Friday and Saturday, the 
Mather CIuhs could not use the place 
Sunday morning, so Dr. and Mrs. 
Arbuckle extended the hospitality of 
their home. 

Prof. KIrtley F. Mather discussed 
the prophet, Amos» especially in re- 
gard to international relations and 
religion. 

It is well for us, in considering the 
problems of the present, to review the 
history of the past. 

Amos lived in the 8th Century B. C., 
at the beginning of one of the great- 
est stages in the religious develop- 
ment of mankind. 

In the political field there was the 
definite threat of invasion by Syria. 

Amos turned his attention to the 
political situation. His reformation, 
as is usual with reformations, began 
with the conscience and protest of 
one man, Amos himself. 

He was not a trained clergyman or 
professional prophet. He was a 
herdsman, whose conscience spoke. 
The King and the High Priest did not 
like to listen to him. They told him 
to go elsewhere and do his prophesy- 
ing. A similar reaction occurs today 
when somebody goes into a mining 
town in Pennsylvania and talks about 
social and economic equality. That 
person is expeditiously escorted to 
the border and told to go and preach 
elsewhere. 

Amos denied the popular dogmas of 
his time. He said that the funda- 
mental basis of religious activity and 
the political ideals of his compatriots 
were wrong. He was a destructive 
prophet. He did not produce new 
ideas. He spent his time finding out 
and pointing out facts. 

His waitings consist largely of the 
following: 

(1) Statement of facts, existing 
and imminent, that is, about to de- 
velop soon. He was the first prophet 
to appeal to history. 

( 2 ) Statement of moral principles 
of the most elementary order. He 
has the modern spirit of appeal to 
facts and conscience. He does not 
rest on miracles or supernatural 
science, but relies solely on con- 
science and history. He felt that 
earthquakes and volcanoes were 
demonstrations of God’s displeasure, 
but he did not rest his convictions of 
moral conduct on phenomena of that 
character. He did not appeal to dog- 
ma or to any religious or national in- 
stitution. 

Jehovah and righteousness were 
identical to Amos. We say today 
that, of course, God must necessarily 
in- righteous, in Amos' day, God 
and righteousness were not equiva- 
lent. It was assumed that Jehovah, 
having chosen the Israelites and pro- 
tected them in the past, would con- 
tinue to do so. regardless of their 
morality or their attitude toward 
other peoples. Amos said that right- 
eousness and justice were more 
valuable In the sight of God than 
even the chosen people. 

Prof. Mather paid special tribute 
to the accuracy of Amos’ knowledge 
of science. Amos said that the 
plumb bob worked the same every- 
where. It told whether the wall was 
right in Bethel or Moab or anywhere 
else. It was a standard, always in- 
fallible, by which to measure phy- 
sical uprightness. So Jehovah would 
test all nations everywhere by His 
plumb bob of righteousness. The 
universality and inflexibility of nat- 
ural law, which always operates the 
same way everywhere, was em- 
phasized by Amos. 

Amos was the first of twenty 
prophets to drive home the truth that 
ceremonial rites and sacrifices were 
not essential to religion. He insisted 
that religion was a lot more than 
ceremonial worship. People then 
thought that they had to propitiate 
Jehovah by offering sacrifices and 
going through a ceremonial. In this 
way, by catering to Jehovah, one 
might regain His favor when He was 
temporarily displeased. Amos was a 
prophet of gloom. The pleasant pic- 
ture at the end is thought to have 
been a later addition. Amos’ prophecy 
of Jeroboam slain, the temple de- 
stroyed. and the nation broken up was 
literally fulfilled. 

Prof. Mather said that wealth 
would not save a nation. The number 
of cathedrals is not the crucial 
thing. The elaborate apparatus pre- 
pared by scientists to minister to 
humanity is not sufficient to save a 
people. The artistic triumphs of 
painters, sculptors, and musicians 
will not avail. He named three main 
points, as follows: 

"(a) It is the moral question upon 
which the fate of civilization is de- 
cided. Upon its morality, a nation 
stands or falls. 

"(b) Nothing is too costly for 
justice. ‘You, only, have I known of 
all the families of the ground, yet 1 
must visit upon you your iniquities.’ 

"(c) Over and over again has 
doom been pronounced, and pro- 
nounced truly, by men who in the 
eyes of civilization were criminals 
and monsters. 

"Let justice roll on like waters and 
righteousness like a perennial stream. 
For the nations of the earth the 
future holds only doom or discipline.” 

Jehovah would, most emphatically, 
not keep on looking out for the 
chosen people, merely becauso He 
had apparently done so In the past. 

There is a parallel in the United 
States. Something has favored the 
prosperity of the United States. 
That need not necessarily continue. 
Justice, morality, and righteousness 
must continue if the nation is to en- 
dure. 

When a man talks against the ex- 
isting order of things, he may be

right, but he must be tested against 
the plumb line of Jehovah, who is a 
God of law. Justice will go on. 
though Israel is disrupted. Amos was 
willing to pay the cost himself. He 
was ready to die for what he believed 
to be right. Whenever that happens, 
it is well to investigate before de- 
ciding that such a man is wrong. The 
standards of righteousness and jus- 
tice are the same today as 2S cen- 
turies ago. Nations must deal justly 
with other nations. In our civiliza- 
tion there are destructive forces. To 
avert international catastrophe, listen 
to Amos.

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Do you want the existing accomo- 
dations provided for Boston & Albany 
patrons at Trinity place and Hunt- 
ington avenue exchanged for a union 
station, so called, that will be much 
more difficult of access and entail 
much stair climbing? If not, let 
your Senator of Representative know 
how you feel and tell him to keep an 
eye on the petition recently received 
in tho Legislature which calls for a 
union station on Dartmouth street, 
Boston, for trains of the New Haven 
and Boston & Albany. 

It will be remembered, I think, that 
Mayor Nichols sought to have the 
State Public Utilities Commission di- 
rect these two railroads to build a 
union passenger station. Proponents 
of the scheme were heard at length. 
They pointed out the advantages of 
such a structure and urged the com- 
mission to compel the roads to erect 
it. Opponents, including the roads 
themselves, could see nothing in a 
big union station in the Back Bay. 
particularly as it. would not include 
all the lines of the New Haven. 
Trains running to the Cape would not 
be a part of the new scheme for they 
do not enter the Back Bay but take a 
southern route. Those who failed to 


see advantage in the Mayor’s idea 
agreed that it might be profitable for 
land owners in that vicinity and pos- 
sibly hotels. The Public Utilities 
Commission considered it for some 
time and turned It down, adding 
that it had not the authority to order 
such a station built. 

Now then it is put up to the Legis- 
lature. Passage of the bill would 
mean that the roads would be re- 
quired to provide a union passenger 
station. I have examined a blue 
print from which I learn that the 
Huntington avenue and Trinity place 
stations that we find so convenient 
at present would be done away with. 
Instead, we would go to a station 
east of Dartmouth street (that means 
nearer the South Station), and climb 
stairs, with other stair-climbers from 
the New Haven trains, and then, if 
our strength held out after we reach- 
ed the street level, climb down ngain 
on the other side to get out to Cop- 
ley square. 

It is plain that the use of such a 
station would entail a loss of time 
for the passengers both arriving in 
Boston and leaving that city. There 
are driveways at both Huntington 
avenue and at Trinity which make it 
easy to reach each station and full 


as easy to leave. I believe that if a 
new building were orected ns pro- 
posed. it would require that one 
start earlier for his home-going 
train, allowing for the stairs that 
must be ascended and descended, 
the numerous doors to be entered and 
closed, etc. 

I have a notion thnt Newton pat- 
rons. not to mention all other patrons 
of the Boston & Albany will protest 
and vigorously. The petitioner for 
the union station lives in Jamaica 
Plain and naturally he would have a 
different point of view from a Boston 
Albany commuter. As I have al- 
ready suggested — tell your Senator 
or Representative your feelings, and, 
better still, attend the public hearing 
when it is held and express your 
views. 


It appears that the vocational 
school is on trial, if not for its life, 
then its continuance as a part of the 
school system of our city. I read in 
the Graphic that the special commit- 
tee of School Board members who 
made a survey of the problem was 
appointed "as a result of criticisms 
of the high cost per pupil at the Vo- 
cational School and doubt as to the 
usefulness of the school.” 

I wonder if the critics were not 
thinking of the money that Newton 
has appropriated for school purposes 
in general, which amount does not 
indicate any disposition to be nig- 
gardly. They may have had a feeling 
that the vocational school was not 


entitled even to the comparatively 
small amount required to maintain 
It. In my opinion, however, their 
side should be presented. If possiblo, 
the School Board might go specifically 
into the — shnll we call them charges? 
It would be fair, at least, to hear 
from both sides for then a much 
elenrer understanding of the situa- 
tion would exist. 

It would not be a sound policy. It 
seems to me, for tho city to abandon 
the vocation school without giving 
citizens the right to express their 
Views. I will admit that matters of 
education are better studied and ad- 
ministered by those olected for that 
purpose. Still, vocational training is 
a deep subject and one on which a 
public hearing might be held. Apart 
from the fact that the School Board 
is worthy of its trust and competent 
to make tho most advantageous de- 
cision as far as Newton is concerned, 
there is no reason that parents should 
not be consulted. 

There is a practical value to voca- 
tional training. The superintendent's 
report proves thnt. It may be that 
different methods should be employed 
or more money expended. Let us 
hear more about it — and publicly — 
before the vocational school is tossed 
overboard. 

I agree with a hard-headed friend 
of mine who observed me reading the 
Graphic article. Said he, "They at 
least teach people to work — that is 
something you may say for voca- 
tional schools.” 


I overheard some youngsters tho 
other dny discussing their plans for 
St. Valentino’s Day. Rather, they 
wore figuring on tho expense of pre- 
paring a number of these tender mis- 
sives. From what I was able to 
gather there is a tondency to return 
to the old fashioned method of mak- 
ing one’s own supply of valentines. 
The modern equipment Is much more 
complete and extensive than tho par- 
ents of these same little folks were 
able to obtain. Furthermore, many 
varieties of colors, designs, printed 
sentiments, etc. nre now available 
and at a comparatively low cost. 

The girls, of course, may be depend- 
ed upon to take tho matter of valen- 
tine-making with greater seriousness 
and industry than tho boys. Boys, 
as I have observed, look upon such a 
thing more as an entertainment. 
They are willing to tackle such a 
job if the weather is stormy and 
they can’t get outdoors. Under such 
circumstances they are willing to 
stay in the house and amuse them- 
selves for a few hours by working 
out one or more designs. 

A boy who labors intensively over 
a valentine does so in secret. Ho has 
a very good reason and that is he does 
not want to get caught at it. There 
is an object — if one may call a pretty 
little girl an object — in tho lad’s un- 
dertaking. It is beautiful, this sensa- 
tion of giving pleasure to the fair 
goddess of his dreams, but he prefers 
to enjoy his heart throbs all by him- 
self. Should he be discovered he is

all upset and may become angry. 
Even his mother is cautious in talk- 
ing over such things with her young 
son. She invites his confidence, but 
if he does not respond she is diplo- 
matic and does not urge him. 

How the other boys torment the 
young lover! If by chance they 
learn that he has sent a valentine to 
his little golden-haired playmate they 
make his life a burden. Sometimes 
their taunts result in a scrap, for 
nothing will make a chap eager to 
punch his companions more than their 
unkind reference to his love affiairs. 
However, it’s all part of those happy 
days of childhood without the memory 
of which there would be no “kick" in 
St. Valentine’s Day for the grown-ups. 

If anybody has inferred that I have 
been unduly, and possibly unjustly 
critical of the Street Department in 
discussing matters of traffic regula- 
tion I hasten to say that such was 
not my intention. A letter has come 
to hand which points out that a traf- 
fic engineer of the State Department 
of Public Works has forwarded 
recommendations to our own city re- 
garding the designation of "through 
ways" to comply with his idea of 
what Newton should do. 

Plainly the local authorities are ex- 
pected to comply with orders from 
the State House, so to speak. If 
such orders are not all that some 
people think they should be those 
people should know that the Newton 
officials are not the ones responsible. 
It is only justice that the informa- 
tion should be set down in print and 
I am glad to do so in this column. 

It cannot be expected that a street 
department or any other branch of 
municipal government may be con- 
ducted to meet the satisfaction of all 
citizens. If I were challenged by a 
resident of any other Massachusetts 
city as to the merits of Newton’s 
street department I should feel safe 
in declaring that ours was as good as 
any and a whole lot better than many 
others. I know I would he safe in 
that assertion, and probably equally 
safe if I declared that we had one of

the best street departments in the 
country. 

The whole question of dealing with 
traffic is one that has been forced 
upon us. The automobile brought us 
a new problem. Up to the arrival of the 
first such vehicle in our midst we had 
seen only one self-propelling vehicle 
— the steam roller. Although its 
speed was and still is deadly slow a 
law was passed requiring that a nlan 
should walk ahead at least 10 feet 
waving a red flag. This was a signal 
of danger, but I have an idea it 
frightened horses for in those days 
there were many horses. Now the 
steam roller is regarded as incapable 
of any trouble. 

All this shows that traffic regula- 
tion dealing with motor cars pre- 
sented a study. There were no 
precedents. It had to be a series of 
experiments and those experiments 
are still going on. Far from being 
critical I urge patience, confident 
that Newton will “come through” 
creditably as far as the local Street 
Department is concerned.

The most startling development this 
week was the passage of resolutions 
by the Senate Wednesday memorializ- 
ing Congress to repeal the ISth amend- 
ment to the Federal constitution. The 
action was somewhat unexpected. 
There was no rollcnll but the resolu- 
tions were adopted by n rising vote 
of 26 to 0. Those who voted to pass 
the resolutions bnse their action on 
the vote in 36 Senatorial districts at 
the State election in 34 of which the 
Senator was instructed, under the pub- 
lic opinion law. to vote for such a 
memorial. There is certain to he some 
reaction for the "drys" are astounded 
and chagrined at the Senate’s vote. 

The death of Executive Councillor 
Harvey L. Bout well of Malden leaves 
a vacancy in the Sixth Councillor Dis- 
trict which will be filled by the Legis- 
lature since that body is now in ses- 
sion. If it were not in session appoint- 
ment to fill the vacancy would he made 
by the Governor. Within a short time 
after the news of the death of Council- 
lor Boutwell had been received at the 
State House friends of some of those 
who would succeed him began urging 
the good qualities of their respective 
candidates upon the members of the 
two branches. The Senate and House 
will meet in joint convention, probably 
some time next week, to elect a new 
Councillor. 

The attempt to bring about the re- 
peal of four so-called obsolete laws has 
not met with success. The Committee 
on Judiciary, after a hearing, voted 
“leave to withdraw." and the reports 
were later accepted, on these bills: 
for repeal of the law -whereby common 
pipers and fiddlers are designated as 
vagrants, repeal of the law making it 
a felony for a resident to engage by 
previous appointment in a fight with 
a non-resident, repeal of the law mak- 
ing it a criminal offence to wear in 
public a hat-pin protruding more than 
one-half inch beyond the crown of the 
hat and repeal of the law whereby the 
second offence of the larceny of a bi- 
cycle is made a felony. 

The two branches have accepted the 
adverse report of the Committee on 
State Administration on the bill of 
Arxnand C. Bang of this city that a 
division of preventive medicine be es- 
tablished in the Department of Publie 
Health and for the establishment of a 
State health fund. 

Governor Allen’s reception to the 
members of the Legislature, judges of 
the Supreme and Superior courts, 
htads of State departments, and oth- 
ers was held last evening. It was 
both attractive and interesting and 
one of the most successful since the 
custom was established by the late 
Governor McCall. 

Senator Arthur W. Hollis has put in 
a busy week. He has attended to his 
duties as chairman of the Committee 
on Election Laws ajid Committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs, which has before 
it the proposed plan for the future 
of the Boston Elevated. Senator Hollis 
is regular in his attendance anil is 
watching the proceedings closely.

Alderman Earle, chairman of the 
Public Works Committee said, “I 
think my brother from Ward 1 con- 
fuses this issue with the whole City 
problems. He speaks of the streets, 
sewers, etc., but I might say in pass- 
ing that there is not a very long list 
of drainage and sewer problems be- 
fore the Committee at the present 
time. These matters come up quite 
regularly, but it has been the effort 
of the Committee to keep the peti- 
tions cleaned up as far as possible. 

“It is not possible to use these 
bonds issued for streets, lights, etc.

ABOUT TOWN

According to the agreement between 
the City of Newton and the Middlesex 
& Boston Street Railway the tracks 
on streets where electric car lines had 
been discontinued were to be removed 
by the M. & B. Also, the poles for- 
merly used in carrying the trolley 
wires were to be taken down. It is 
going on two years since the cars on 
the Watertown-Needham line were re- 
placed by buses. Last year the tracks 
were taken up, in accordance with the 
agreement, but the poles were not re- 
moved. 

Some months ago a petition was re- 
ceived by the Board of Aldermen from 
the Boston, Worcester & New York 
Street Railway Company asking that 
it be permitted to purchase from the 
Middlesex & Boston Street Railway 
Company the disused poles ou Walnut 
street from Homer street south, the 
poles that should have been removed 
after the electric cars had been discon- 
tinued, The Boston & Worcester com- 
pany also asked permission to run 
wires along Hartford street, Newton 
Highlands. It was explained that the 
Boston & Worcester desires to abandon 
its power-house at Framingham and 
purchase electricity from the Edison 
Company. The power would be re- 
ceived from the transformer station 
of the Edison Company at Homer 
street, Newton Centre, and would he 
carried on the poles formerly used by 
the Middlesex & Boston to the trolley 
wires of the Boston & Worcester on 
Boylston street, Newton Highlands. 
Protests against this petition were re- 
ceived from a number of Newton High- 
lands residents. The Licenses Com- 
mittee reported against the granting 
of the petition and it was given leave 
to withdraw by the Board of Aider- 
men. The Licenses Committee took 
the view that if the Edison Company 
sells electric current to the Boston & 
Worcester the power can he transmit- 
ted on wires which can he attached 
to some of the many poles owned by 
the Edison Company. It was the opin- 
ion of the committee that the agree- 
ment between the Middlesex & Boston 
and the City of Newton regarding the 
removal of the unsightly poles should 
he carried out. Several of the poles 
are in trout of the Newton Cemetery. 

Despite the refusal of the Board of 
Aldermen to grant the petition allow- 
ing the sale of the poles to the Boston 
& Worcester, the poles have not been 
removed. Moreover, another petition 
has been filed by the Boston & Worces- 
ter similar to the one refused a few 
months ago. The questions are being 
asked— -"Is the Middlesex & Boston 
agreement with the city to be flouted 
to enable another corporation to bene- 
fit financially? Is the vote taken by 
last year’s Board of Aldermen to be 
disregarded? Why is not the Middle- 
sex & Boston asked to remove the 
poles?" 

Yesterday in the Newton court three 
persons were charged with violating 
a traffic ordinance. Two of these i»« • •• 
sons were not residents of Newton. 
The three had allowed their automo- 
biles to be parked for considerably 
more than 30 minutes in areas at New- 
ton Corner where parking is restricted 
to 30 minutes. The non-resident offend- 
ers against this parking restriction 
very properly called attention to the 
fact that because of the luck of proper 
signs they were unaware of the park- 
ing restriction. If the parking restric- 
tions at Newton Corner are to he en- 
forced more signs should be placed 
there to acquaint autoists with the 
traffic rules.

YOUNG PEOPLE’S FORUM OF 
WABAN 

“The Good and Bad Points of Wa- 
han," was the topic for discussion 
under the leadership of W. Bradford 
Gove at the meeting last Sunday eve- 
ning of the Young People’s Forum of 
Waban in the Union Church Vestry. 
Mrs. Wellington Rindge, who is on 
the Waban Public Library Associa- 
tion. was the guest speaker. She told 
of the plans of the Association for 
the building of the library on a site 
now owned by them, at the corner of 
Pine Ridge road and Beacon street, 
the building to face the apex of the 
angle thus formed. 

The library will he entered through 
a large hallway to a center portion 
containing the delivery desk, etc. On 
the left hand side of this room will 
be the children's room and at the 
right the adults’ room. The library 
will have room for over twice as 
many volumes as are in the present 
Waban Branch Library, located in a 
room in the Angier School. 

At the rear of the building there is 
to he a small librarian’s room with a 
kitchenette and downstairs will be a 
place for preparing books, magazines, 
etc., for the shelves. This will he 
connected with the delivery desk by 
a dumb* waiter arrangement. Behind 
the library there is to he parking 
space, which is necessitated by the 
lack of facilities in the adjoining 
streets. Tin- firm of Densmore, Le 
Clear and Robbins are the architects. 

Gove continued the discussion of 
the needs of Waban by speaking of 
the different possible locations for a 
gasoline station, which is expected to 
be erected in a few months. Three 
possible locations were discussed: at 
the big group of garages behind the 
A. & P. store on Windsor road; at 
the Market Garden, and on the lot 
»m Wyman street opposite Fyfe's 
Market. The Forum voted that the 
last named location seemed to them 
to be most suitable. A few other sug- 
gestions were made from the floor as 
to needed improvements in Wuhan, 
the greater part applying to the im- 
provement of the roads und side- 
walks. 

At the Executive Committee meet- 
ing following the Forum discussion 
it was voted that the Committee 
recommend to the Forum that a gift 
of five hundred dollars be made to 
the library Association, to ho paid 
over a period of two years. This 
recommendation will he voted upon 
by tin: Forum ut its meeting next Sun- 
day. It was moved, also, that a ban- 
quet precede the Annual Meeting, the 
expenses of which are to be borne by 
the treasury.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


During the week ending February 
2, there were 148 patients in the hos- 
pital. Of these 41 paid as much or 
more than cost of care, 67 paid less 
than cost of care and 40, including 
babies, were treated free of charge. 
14 babies were born. 132 patients 
were treated in the out-patient de- 
partment and 2 in the eye clinic. 5 
accident cases were cared for in the 
operating room. 12 social service 
calls were made in the homes and 13 
patients were transported by the 
social service car. 

During the month of January, 474 
patients were admitted to the hos- 
pital and 313 discharged. The daily 
average for the month was 144,03. 
The largest number for any twenty- 
four hours was 158, and the smallest 
126. 4 patients were admitted to the 

contagious department. 8 free beds 
were granted using 107 days. 57 
babies were born, 21 girls and 36 
boys. 519 patients were treated in 
the out-patient department, and 36 in 
the eye clinic. 107 regular surgical 
cases and 50 accident cases were 
treated in the operating room. 219 
cases were admitted to the X-Ray de- 
partment, i"i calls were made by 
the social worker, 50 in the hospital 
and 51 in the homes. 55 patients 
were transpArted by the social serv- 
ice car. A special ward was opened 
in which 24 patients suffering with 
grippe were treated. 

Of the five accident cases treated 
during the week ending Feburary 2, 
one was a tnau with a question of a 
renal stone; one a man with a lacer- 
ated finger which hud been caught in 
a machine; one a boy with a lacera- 
tion over his eye received while coast- 
ing; one a hoy with lacerations of his 
lip and skull caused when lie was 
dragged by u street cur; und the last 
a woman suffering from shock and 
exposure (turned when slut fell from 
u window.

For some years this im- 
provement lias been recommended by 
the Playground Commission. It was 
recommended by Mayor Childs in his 
inaugural address. The playground 
at Boyd Park, one of the oldest in the 
city, has never been of much value 
because of the open brook there. 
Many mothers are afraid to allow 
small children to go to this play- 
ground because of the danger of the 
brook which also greatly lessens the 
available area for playing purposes. 

A petition was received by the Al- 
dermen on Monday night from Cap- 
tain Benjamin F. Tripp and other 
members of the Newton Fire Depart- 
ment asking for a $200 increase in 
salaries for all members of the de- 
partment. 

A communication was received from 
tlie Mayor recommending the appro- 
priation of $385 for rent of American 
tegion Headquarters. 

Tlie Board of Health has received 
complaint from Harold Stonometz 
and other residents of Newton Centre 
about an alleged nuisance at the rear 
of 32 Bowen street where an old build- 
ing is used to house hens and pigeons. 

Many residents of Auburndale are 
expected to attend a hearing held by 
the Claims and Rules Committee of 
tlie aldermen at City Hall on Wednes- 
day night, February 20th on the peti- 
tions to change land in that village 
from general residence zones to pri- 
vate and single residence zones. The 
land in question is on Commonwealth 
avenue, Bourne, Charles, Auburn, Ash 
and Woodbine streets. 

A petition has been received from 
many residents of the district near 
Cabot Park asking that the unsightly 
area adjoining tlie new tennis courts 
there be graded.

Tests Its Hearing 

Xowton Should Have Teacher In 
Lip- Reading 


The Newton Y. W. C. A. was the 
hostess organization for the meeting 
of tho Welfare Conference, held under 
the auspices of the Newton Central 
Council, on Wednesday, February 13. 
Luncheon was served at a quarter past 
twolve after which a brief and stimu- 
lating program began. 

The inaintopic discussed was the 
work of the Y. W. in its national and 
local aspects. Miss Girard, of the Na- 
tional Y. W. C. A., threw new light on 
the puropse and aims of that organiza- 
tion. She said the Y. W. was misunder- 
stood in its present day program be- 
cause of a past which hud linked it 
up in the public mind with old-fash- 
ioned ideas. The prayer meeting is 
no longer tho method which the Y. W. 
uses in reaching young people. In this 
connection Miss Gerard said that the 
youth of today Is still searching, and 
that the only way to get young sec- 
retaries is to accept those whose ideas 
have not yet "jelled.” 

The old type of Y. W., too, was 
concerned with a subsidized residence 
for working girls. Now the advisabili- 
ty of retaining this type of residence 
is open to question. It is found that 
employers will pay low wages because 
they know that their employees can 
get board at less than cost. At the 
present time the Y. W. is facing the 
general problem of housing. The 
"Pioneer” in Boston is typical of the 
newer type of residence house and is 
for the benefit of the higher paid bus- 
iness girl. 

The needs of women and girls un- 
der the new conditions of a post-war 
world are what confront tho Y. W. to- 
day. They havo to consider that while 
working girls have shorter hours and 
more leisure time, theirs is now a rou- 
tine job. The best use of leisure time 
is a constant problem, which the Y. 
VV. is seeking to solve. 

The Married Woman in industry is 
another subject for study and con- 
structive thought by the Y. W. The 
International Institute is the Depart- 
ment which looks after foreign born 
girls and women. For instance, girls 
coming from Czecho Slovakia under 
the auspices of the Red Cross are re 
ferred in New York to the Y. W. for 
guidance until they have adjusted 
themselves to living in this country. 

Tho desire of the Y. W. is to make 
Newton a center for work throughout 
this region. Such a method of organiz- 
ing is being used in other places. 
Wheeling, West Virginia, is. for ex 
ample, a center for Y. W. work along 
i he Ohio Valley. The Newton Central 
Council, Miss Girard felt, should be a 
clearing house to prevent over lapping 
With its help the Y. W. is meeting 
community needs in such a way that 
it does not occupy the field of any oth- 
er organization. The program is a 
"wholesale” one, and can fit itself to 
varying conditions.

“Canadian Mark Twain” 
To Give Lecture Here 


Noted Humorist Coming To Eliot 
Church Tuesday 


Stephen Leacock who will lecture 
at the Eliot Church, Newton, next 
Tuesday evening, is professor of Pol- 
itical Science and head of the Depart- 
ment of Political Economy at McGill 
University, where he has been a 
teacher since 1903. He was born in 
England but educated at Upper Can- 
ada College, and at Chicago Univer- 
sity, majoring in Economics and Pol- 
itical Science. He received Ills Ph.D. 
degree in 1903. 

Aside from his knowledge of his 
chosen field he has become interna- 
tionally famous for his humorous 
writings, sayings, and lectures to such 
an extent that the American Maga- 
zine once dubbed him “The Canadian 
Mark Twain." He is thoroughly Amer- 
icanized and is admired here as much 
as he is in Canada. 

For 10 years from his collegiate 
chair at McGill and from the lecture 
platform he 1ms been satirizing Amer- 
icans and Canadians alike, to their 
mutual enjoyment. He has spent 
much time in the United States and 
most of ills literary efforts concern 
people and things in this country. His 
books are very popular here and fre- 
quent are his public appearances. His 
prototype in America probably is none 
other than our famous "Copey” of 
Harvard fame. 

After an absence of two years Pro- 
fessor Leacock is again on the public 
platform delivering his witty and 
clever lecture, "Frenzied Fiction” 
which will be his subject at Eliot 
Church. His platform appearance is 
in the same easy, humorous style in 
which he writes. His duties at McGill 
permit him to lecture in a limited 
area so that it should be counted a 
privilege to have Prof. Leacock in 
our community. 


bridge, Malden, and Newton. Newton 
has not been growing so fast as the 
other two, but is now developing rap- 
idly. ♦ 

The second part of the day’s pro- 
gram was one suggested by the last 
conference when the subject of child 
health was handled by various speak- 
ers. Miss Mabel C. Bragg, Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, brought to 
the Conference the Audiometer which 
is used in the Newton schools to test 
the hearing of children. The Speech 
Reader’s Guild tested three thousand 
Newton children by means of the Au- 
diometer and Newton now owns one 
of these instruments. Ten per cent of 
the Newton children were found to 
have hearing defects. If the "hear- 
ing loss” is over 9% some kind of 
treatment is indicated and in case 
“loss” is over 20% the child should be 
taught lip reading; his defects are 
likely to be incurable. 

The study of the individual child, 
his defects, and his capacities is the 
central idea of present day education. 
Miss Bragg said, and the audiometer 
is one means to this end. 

After Miss Bragg had described the 
Audiometer all present were invited 
to take a hearing test. The instru-

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To Continue Present Mail System 

Despite Complaints Says Official 

Assistant Postmaster Speaks At Interesting Meeting Of Newton Corner 

Business Men Last Night 


The monthly meeting of the New- 
ton Business Associates was held last 
night at the Hunnewell Club. Presi- 
dent Thomas M. Burns presided and 
Secretary Dwight Colburn made a re- 
port of the activities of the organiza- 
tion. He informed the members that 
the officers had conferred with Presi- 
dent Hanson of the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton relative to the proposition to stop 
tho Framingham cars at West Newton 
or Newtonville rather than have them 
continue to use Nonantum Square as 
a terminal. Mr. Hanson explained 
that this line carries the heaviest 
traffic on the M & B system. Many of 
its passengers are elderly persons, it 
affords service to those going to and 
from the Newton Hospital and to force 
those who must use it to transfer 
unnecessarily at West Newton or 
Newtonville and again at Newton Cor- 
ner would he inflicting a serious in- 
convenience. The officers had agreed 
with Mr. Hanson that it is better for 
the cars to continue to come to No- 
nantum Square until such time as they 
will be replaced by busses. 

The speakers of the evening were 
Herbert M. Hanson, assistant post- 
master of the Boston postoffice, and 
M. John Barry, superintendent of the 
Newton Centre postoffice. They gave 
detailed Information on the present 
system of mail service in this city, 
instituted several months ago when 
Newton Centre was made the distrib- 
uting point for all of the Newtons. 

Mr. Hanson told of the determina- 
tion of the Post Office Department 
at Washington to centralize work in 
all large postoffice districts so that 
there will be fewer separations of mail 
in stations of large offices. There are 
S9 stations in the Boston postal dis- 
trict. The Dorchester stations were 
first centralized, then those in Cam- 
bridge, Roxbury and Somerville. The 
Newtons followed and now mail for 
the postoffices in this city with the 
exception of Chestnut Hill is sent to 
Newton Centre and there sorted for 
the carrier routes. The change was 
made last August. 

Mr. Hanson asserted that much of 
the dissatisfaction throughout the 
Newtons with the new system has 
been due to disgruntled propaganda 
spread by letter carriers aud some of 
the superintendents in the other pos- 
tal stations. Many of the complaints 
brought to the attention of the Bos- 
ton postal officials when run down 
were found not to have been occa- 
sioned by fault at the Newton Centre 
postoffice but rather at the other offi- 
ces. He claimed that many Newton 
people are to blame for their mail 
service being poor because if they 
will complain to the postal officials 
tiie trouble will be traced and it is 
probable that the cause for it being 
found, repetitions will be prevented 
in the future. He told his listeners 
that the Post Office Department is 
determined to continue the system 
now in use in the Newtons despite the 
complaints which some Newton peo- 
ple are making against it. 

According to Mr. Hanson the mails 
from New York are being delivered in 
the Newtons earlier days now than 
before the new system was estab- 
lished. Previously if the New York 
trains were slightly late, connections 
with the trains which brought the 
mail to the Newtons were missed. 
Now the trucks which carry the mail 
from the big postal workshop at the 
Back Bay to the Newtons, wait until 
the New York trains arrive and thus 
enable the mail to be sorted for the 
carriers on their first trip. 

He stated that tho prevalence of 
the grippe the past couple of months 
lias seriously affected tho postal ser- 
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vice but it is constantly improving 
here in the Newtons. He told of con- 
ditions in t he postal service when he 
entered it 51 years ago and expressed 
the opinion that the oldtimers who 
came in then had more zeal in their 
work than have some of the younger 
employees today, despite the fact that 
the oldtimers worked much longer 
hours for very small wages. 

Mr. Barry, superintendent of the 
Newton Centre postofflee, stated that 
his office has been blamed for many 
things since the new system was start- 
ed that were really the fault of other 
offices. He told of the difficulties 
which he had faced in starting the 
new service, of the constant visits 
by experts from Boston and Washing- 
ton, of the confusion which existed at 
Christmas and New Years when sick- 
ness kept many of the employees 
away and of the appreciable improve- 
ment in conditions the past six weeks. 
Mr. Barry said that the postal offi- 
cials at Washington believe that the 
Newtons lend themselves particular- 
ly well to the centralization idea. He 
mentioned the confusion caused in 
mail addressing by the many villages 
included in this city and because of 
the duplication of street names. He 
related that the clerks in his office 
are showing a fine spirit of co-opera- 
tion and have proved efficient in the 
tests given them to show their knowl- 
edge of the separations they must 
make for the carriers routes in the 
Newtons. He also stated that fragile 
parcels and eggs are received and 
delivered in better condition than 
heretofore and that perishable mail 
matter such as chickens and ducks 
are delivered more promptly. He as- 
sured those present that the service 
in the Newtons is not so had as some 
persons would have you believe and it 
is constantly improving. 

Among the questions asked Mr. Han- 
son by some of those present were: 
“Are the carrier deliveries starting 
from the Newton postoffices later now 
than they did before the mail was 
centralized at Newton Centre?” The 
answer was, “No.” “Are papers now 
delivered on the second trip which 
formerly were delivered on the morn- 
ing delivery by the carriers?” The 
answer was, "No.” The daily papers 
and important noticeo^tnailad as third 


class matter are delivered on the first 
trip.” "Is there any talk by depart- 
ment officials about taking the des- 
patching of malls away from the other 
Newton postoffices and eventually 
changing them to mere financial sta- 
tions just for the sale of stamps and 
the issuing of money orders?” Mr. 
Hanson replied, “I have heard of no 
such talk." 

George Johnson of the Graphic 
Press asked why there is no large 
box for packages in Nonantum Square 
and was told bv Mr. Hanson that one 
will be placed there. Thomas Kavan- 
augh of the Graphic Press told of im- 
portant mail for his firm being con- 
stantly delayed and of poorer service 
on the delivery of special-delivery let- 
ters. 

Mr. Hanson invited those present 
and citizens of Newton to visit the 
big postal workshop in the Back Bay 
and see for themselves the efforts be- 
ing made to give the Boston postal 
district excellent service.

To Complete Quota 

Near Fast Relief Needs $0500 
.More Here 


Albert A. Scott of Boston, Regional 
Director of Near East Relief, reported 
at the New York Conference held on 
February 9th at New York City, that 
the Newton people were devotedly in- 
terested in having the children’s pro- 
gram overseas completed, so it will 
always reflect honor upon America as 
a finished task. 

The City of Newton, under the di- 
rection of Mrs. Charles Wood Bond, 
has raised $17,395,84, and a final ap- 
peal has been sent out to the citizens 
asking them to subscribe an addition- 
al $9,500 which will complete New- 
ton's final quota. 

Dr. James L. Barton, Chairman of 
the Board of Trustees, made this state- 
ment to the conference: 

“More than 1,500,000 lives have been 
saved with this fund. 150,000 of those 
saved were little children. These 
childen have been healed of disease, 
sheltered in homes and scientifically 
fed: they have been clothed and given 
an elementary education: they have 
been taught trades through which 
they will contribute to post-war re- 
construction in Greece, Armenia. 
Syria. Palestine. Persia, Egypt and 
France. Many have migrated to the 
last two named countries. 

“More than 100,000 have already 
been restored to life outside Near 
East Relief institutions and become 
wholly independent of its funds. Some 
have been adopted into homes, some 
have been restored to relatives, but 
most of the graduates have been 
placed in self-supporting trades. 

"The final campaign Is to provide 
for the last 32.000 children, some of 
whom a te still in orphanages and vo- 
cational schools: others under subsidy 
aud supervision in homes and appren- 
ticed to trades. 

$2,000,000 are still needed to com- 
plete the child welfare work over- 
seas. This sum must be raised by 
June 30 on which date general cam- 
paigning will cease. 

The $2,000,000 budget to be raised 
by June 30, 1929, represents an irre- 
ducible minimum. To push the out- 
placing program at a more rapid rate 
than provided for in this budget would 
mean real suffering and injustice to 
many children. The program can be 
cut only at the expense of the chil- 
dren. It provides for the supervision 
for at least one year after the out- 
placement of each child. Anything 
less than one year of post orphanage 
oversight would mean dangerous hard- 
ship for the children and partial fail- 
ure on our part.”

Mrs. Harriet Munsey Haskell of 
Newton Centre has presented the First 
Baptist church of Gloucester with a 
beautiful large window of stained 
glass as a memorial, to her husband, 
the late Col. P>I ward H. Haskell.

Early Fr'ct'on Match 

of Primitive Design 

The “Portable Fire Box," os It was 
called, was one of the earliest forms 
of “Instantaneous lights,” and wus hr 
vented In Italy In 1780. Similar to Ii 
wns the “Promethean Match," patent 
ed by Samuel Jones, an Englishman, 
In 1828. A minute quantity of sulphur- 
ic add sealed In n tiny glass vesicle, 
surrounded by a compound of chlorate 
of potash, wns Inclosed In a paper 
spill. When the glass vesicle wn? 
broken, either by the hammer sop 
piled with tlie “match” or with the 
teeth, the acid Inflamed the potash and 
ignited the paper. 

Despite the ninny claimants, the 
honor of Inventing the first real “frk* 
tlon match” of the kind with which 
we are familiar today belongs to John 
Walker, a Stoekton-on*Tess chemist. 
In 1820 he was selling his friction 
lights for a shilling for n hundred, 
and twopence for the box. The match 
was pressed between the fingers Isi a 
piece of sandpaper.

Life on Earth Before 

the Cambrian Period 

A picture of life us It existed on the 
cm th 000,000,000 years ago has been 
drawn by Prof. Sir Edgeworth David, 
Australian scientist. 

He Inis found fossils of nnimnl life 
in Australia dating hack to before the 
Cambrian period in geology. 

Sir Elgeworth, almost by accident, 
discovered in t tie rocks of Mount Lofty 
and in the Flinders ranges of South 
Australia beautifully colored fossils 
which, from the strata in which they 
were found, show that a marine fauna 
in the early days of the earth’s forma- 
tion hud covered a million square miles 
of what is now Australia. 

The fossil life thus represented must 
have crossed the Pacific oceun. Some 
of it consists of sandworms and of 
forms related to crayfish and shrimps. 
Their limbs nnd shells were formed 
of a horny substance, nnd the colors 
were those of the rainbow. 

”1 could kick myself that I should 
have overlooked this obvious discovery 
for so long,” said the professor in an- 
nouncing it.— London Tit-Bits. 


Bolshevik Cruelty

“A bread 
made of a mixture of 25 parts peanut 
flour nnd 75 parts wheat flour Is a 
very nutritious and palatable food. In 
experimental feeding of rats the bu- 
reau found that the rate of growth of 
animals fed on peanut bread was much 
greater tliaii that of animals on n diet 
of whole wheat bread.” 


Business Men in Pulpit 

A practical way of solving the prob- 
lem of a shortage of clergy in Lon- 
don Is believed to have been found 
by recruiting from business and pro- 
fessional men. The authorities of 
Splrnlflelds parish church started 
classes last year for business and pro 
fessiomil men who wished to become 
clergymen. Three hundred candidates 
applied for the course. Sixty were en- 
rolled nnd will shortly be ordained by 
the bishop of London.

YOUNG PEOPLE’S FORUM OF 
WABAN 


Robert McLellan was elected presl j 
dent of the Young People's Forum of 
Waban at its annual meeting and ban 
quet last Sunday evening In the ves- 
try of the Union Church. Elizabeth 
Snow was made vice-president, Phyllis ; 
Reinhardt, secretary and Deborah 
Holmes, treasurer. Wlllettn Mosser 
was made chairman of the Music Com- 
mittee. Charlotte Upham of the Sup- 
per Committee and Dunbar Holmes 
of the Activities Committee. 

The Executive Committee recom- 
mended a contribution of three hun- 
dred dollars to the Waban Public 
Library, thus changing their former 
recommendation of five hundred dol- 
lars. The Forum voted unanimously 
to contribute this amount, the money 
to be raised over a period of two 
years by the usual Forum plays and 
dances. 

Mr. Frank E. Bailey, instructor in 
history at the Massachusetts Insti- ! 
tute of Technology, was the speaker j 
of the evening. “The mucker pose.” j 
he said, "has become a fashion with 
American youth. Young people think 1 
it smart to pretend a ‘tough’ attitude , 
in which they try to copy the lowest j 
social classes of the country. ThiH j 
pose is even more foolish in that they 
fool no one but themselves. Their 
wiser friends known that it is just 
put on, and the people of the class i 
they try to emulate don’t care any- , 
how, so what is the point to it? The 
pose has no good points and many bad ' 
ones, so American youth should try 
to overcome it. 

America has much to be proud of 
in her youth. They are a fine lot and 
worthy of their country’s highest ad- 
miration. This was especially true 
in the following case, where two 
young Yale men gave themselves 
wholeheartedly to humanity. They 
were in a cheap movie-house near the 
Yale campus one day when a fire 
broke out in the theatre. 

They kept their heads and made 
their way to the fire-escape. Once 
| there they had a chance to look 
around, and they saw. inside the thea- 
tre. a terrible tumult with everyone 
fighting for the exits and women and 
children being pushed aside and 
trampled on in the rush. Into the 
burning theatre they went again and 
time and again they fought their way 
out bearing human burdens. 

Because of a mis-step, one of the 
boys fell from the fire-escape several 
feet to the side-walk and was badly 
injured. His companion, however, 
went back again to his work of sav- 
ing lives. Finally the building was 
enveloped in flames, and when every- 
body was out, that brave youth ran 
out. his clothes flaming, and fell ex- 
hausted. to be carried away to the 
hospital. 

Soon after he died from his burns, 
hut before he went he said to his 
mother. “Don't be sorry, mother. I 
have no regrets." Such is the stuff 
of which America’s youth is made to- 
day! 

Many people go to church Sundays 
and, coming out. say. "Oh. yes, re- 
ligion! Isn't it nice, but it isn’t prac- 
tical, you know.” And then go on 
living selfish lives week-days, think- 
ing only of themselves and look after 
their own desires. We of the Forum 
must hold our heads high. It is to 
us that the present generation looks 
for tomorrow’s salvation. Let us keep 
our heads up and fight for the world! 
“ — There is a high way and a low— 
And every man decideth which way 
his soul shall go — ’’ 

The supper, which included chicken 
patties, peas, potatoes, orange ices 
and cake, was furnished by a commit- 
tee of mothers. Mr. R. P. Cushman, 
senior Councillor of the Forum, pre- 
sided as toastmaster and swore in the 
new officers. McLellan. in a short

JURY SERVICE FOR WOMEN 

House No. 271 — 1929 
A Bill to Make Women Liable for 
Jury Service 

First, let us have a few facts about 
Jury Service in Massachusetts. Chap- 
ter 234. Section 1. of the General 
Laws states: “A person qualified to 
vote for representatives of the Gen- 
eral Court shall be liable to serve as 
a juror, except . . .” and then fol- 

lows the exemptions for men. A 
juror receives $6.00 a day in civic 
cases and $7.00 in capital cases. A 
person must be over 25 years of age. 
anil under 70 years, to be eligible to 
serve on juries. 

A bill was introduced into the Gen- 
eral Court in 1921 amending the Jury 
Section of the General Law, giving 
exemptions for women. The House 
of Representatives requested an 
opinion from the Supreme Court as to 
the constitutionality of such a Bill. 
The Supreme Court gave the follow- 
ing decision: 

"Under the Constitution of the 
United States and existing laws of 
the Commonwelath, women are not 
liable to jury duty." 

In conclusion the Opinion states: 

"Under the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth the General Court 
of Massachusetts is authorized to 
make a corresponding change in the 
qualification of Jurors to render 
women liable for jury duty." 

Jury service in Massachusetts has 
always been Incident to voting citi- 
zenship. and therefore, it is reason- 
able to suppose that women should 
be admitted to jury service and it is 
unreasonable not to do so .and the 
object of this Rill. House No. 271, is 
to make women liable for ibis serv- 
ice. 

An important argument for the Bill 
is that It will release for jury service 
college wonAn. wives of lawyers and 
prominent business men. women of 
high education.

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jury service, persons of education are 
of great value. The Jury list is a 
selected list. In accordance with the 
Acts of 1924. Chapter 311, Section 4, 
the jury list is made up as follows: 

"The board of election commis- 
sioners in cities having such boards, 
the board of registrars of voters in 
other cities and the Board of Se- 
lectmen in towns shall annually 
. . . prepare a list of such in- 

habitants of the town or city, quali- 
fied as in section 1, of good moral 
character, of sound judgment, and 
free from all legal exceptions . . . 
as they think qualified to serve as 
jurors.” 

Each year it is difficult to make up 
the jury’ list, as the very type of men 
most wanted often must be excused 
from serving as it would be impos- 
sible for them to take the time from 
their business. It has been said that 
the Court Room is no place for a 
woman but women are lawyers, prac- 
tising in our Courts, advising the 
jury; women are stenographers, re- 
cording the evidence in Court: there 
are women litigants, women witnesses 
— the only place where there are no 
women is the Jury Box. There are 
men and women serving in our cities 
and towns, our hospitals, our Courts 
—men and women in our Legislature, 
men and a woman in the Attorney 
General’s office, and in the Council 
of His Excellency, the Governor. 
There should be men and women 
serving in the Jury Box. Further- 
more. there is no place in the world 
unfit for a mature woman, if she can 
do good. When women are made 
liable for jury service in Massachu- 
setts. the verdicts’ will be fairer and 
justice will be better administered. 
When the General Court passes a 
Bill making women liable for Jury 
Service, it will have a profound ef- 
fect on the morals, the safety and the 
welfare of the people of this great 
Commonwealth.

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EDITORIAL 

We have comment id several times 
during the past two months on the 
contemplated action of the aldermen 
in the matter of drainage of Cold 
Spring Swamp and now that it lias 
become a fact, have no hesitation 
whatever in saying that the method 
approved by the aldermen is an out- 
rage on the tax payers of the city. 
It is a well founded custom in this 
city to require persons directly ben- 
e fitted by such work as laying new 
sidewalks or building streets suitable 
for acceptance, to. pay a certain pr- 
e-outage of the cost of such improve- 
ments. In the matter of drainage of 
Cold Spring Swamp, the aldermen 
have determined that the owners of 
land benefited by this important im- 
provement shall not pay any portion 
of the expense, which will add thou- 
sands of dollars to the valhe of their 
holdings. It is no answer to the mat- 
ter to say that the assessors, after the 
improvement will increase the valua- 
tion of the property affected. That 
would happen if the work had been 
authorized under the betterment act 
and is no different than the increase 
in valuation of property, when a pri- 
vate way has been made an accepted 
street or when a new sidewalk lias 
been laid. Aldermen Powers and Tern- 
perley deserve the thanks of the tax- 
payers of the city for their opposition 
to the order as passed and for their 
advocacy of having the work done 
under the law authorizing the assess- 
ment of betterments. 

One of the reforms which ought to 
receive legislative approval in the 
near future is a limitation and a re- 
organization of our present jury sys- 
tem. Massachusetts stills clings to 
the idea that a jury must consist of 
twelve men and that its decisions 
must be unanimous. Other states rec- 
ognize the fact that there is a dif- 
ference in cases to be decided by a 
jury and on minor matters have juries 
of but five or six persons. Some states 
also permit juries to return verdicts 
by a majority vote. Both of these 
measures could be established in 
Massachusetts and would result in 
far more effectiveness in the admin- 
istration of justice. It is«a lamenta- 
ble fact that judges of the district 
courts will impose a heavy fine rath- 
er than a jail sentence on persons con- 
victed of drunken driving because in 
most instances, an appeal from the 
jail sentence results in an acquital 
by a jury in the higher court. Smaller 
juries and majority by findings would 
be a step in the right direction.

ment is a form of gramaphone which 
voices a series of numbers in a less 
and less audible tone. The test is to 
find out how many numbers one gets 
correctly recorded on a test sheet. 

The last word which Miss Bragg 
said was “Let Newton know that chil- 
dren who have serious hearing defect 
should have instruction in lip-reading, 
from a teacher and that Newton does 
need a lip reading teacher who can 
go from school to school giving this 
instruction. 


One of the most important meas- 
ures considered tills week was the bill 
relating to the observance of Armis- 
tice Day which t lie House rejected. 
An amendment was offered to the bill 
which would have prevented manu- 
facturing establishments, mills, fac- 
tories and mercantile establishments 
from doing business on Armistice Day. 
The amendment was rejected by a roll 
call vote of 120 to 86. Representatives 
Baker. Luitwieler and Thompson vot- 
ed against the amendment. The hill | 
itself was rejected by a voice vote. 

Former Senator Alvin E. Bliss of 
Malden was elected by the Legisla- 
ture this week to fill the vacancy in 
the 6th Councilor district caused by 
the death of Hon. Harvey L. Boutwell 
of Malden. The Newton members in 
both branches voted for Mr. Bliss who 
received 32 votes in the Senate and 
M3 in the House against 4 in the 
Senate and 68 in the House for Robert 
.1. Muldoon of Somerville who was the 
Democratic candidate for the office 
at the State election last November. 

Newton lias sought no legislation 
this year for its own especial benefit 
with the result that the members of 
the General Court from this city are 
not compelled to give attention to 
"home town" matters to the exclu- 
sion of the general business. 

The attitude of Pres. Caspar G. Ba- 
con of the Senate towards those who 
protested against the action of the 
Senate in memorializing Congress for 
the repeal of the 18th amendment to 
the Federal constitution has not ap- 
peased believers in prohibition. They 
feel that the Senate should not have 
pased such a resolution and this fact, 
together with the reply made by Pres. 
Bacon to the women who protested, is 
a source of resentment. Whether 
there will be any immediate develop- 
ment remains to be seen. 

The three special pension bills 
which were the cause of much debate 
in the House and which had been sub- 
stituted for adverse committee re- 
ports were finally killed. On the roll- 
call the Newton Representatives, with 
the exception of Speaker Saltonstall 
who follows the usual custom and 
does not vote on rollcall, were record- 
ed against the passage of the bills. 
For a time it looked as if this legis- 
lation would pass but an united effort 
among the Republicans brought out 
sufficient votes to bury the measures. 
There is more than passing interest 
attached to this subject as last year 
several bills of this nature were en- 
acted and vetoed by Ex-Gov. Fuller. 
The fact that the bills were not per- 
mitted to reach Gov. Allen saves a 
possible controversy between the ex- 
ecutive and legislative branches over 
such matters. It now appears as if 
the other special pension bills yet to 
be acted upon would be rejected when 
the time came. 

The future of the Boston Elevated, 
one of the most vital questions before 
the General Court this year, may not 
be settled this session. Such a proph- 
ecy may appear a trifle startling at 
this time but there is good reason to 
believe that opposition to any Elevat- 
ed legislation this year is fast increas- 
ing. It would indeed by a regrettable 
fact if nothing were done, but the 
hearings already held have shown 
that there are powerful opponents to 
the passage of the bills proposed by 
the special commission appointed to 
consider transportation problems in 
the Metropolitan district. However, 
the matter is far from settled and 
there is a possibility that an agree- 
ment may be reached and something 
definite done by the General Court of 
1929.

On Monday evening, February 11th. 
the members of the Newton Medical 
Club held their meeting at the New- 
ton Hospital. Dr. J. Arnold Rockwell 
of Cambridge, who has been Chairman 
of the Advisory Council of Athletics at 
Technology for sixteen years, spoke 
on the “Attitude of the Colleges To- 
ward Amateur Athletics.” 

Of the nine accident cases treated 
during the week only two were the 
results of automobile accidents: one 
a woman with a luceration of the lip 
and chin, and the other a man with a 
laceration of the scalp. Five men'

Thin Film of Metal 

New Scientific Wondet 

Films of mot n I so thin that they are 
utterly Invisible to the human eye 
have not only been produced, hut also 
measured In the Roll laboratories In 
New York city. In experiments to 
Improve the design of photo-electric 
cells for television, layers of light- 
sensitive metal known ns rubidium, 
of various thicknesses, were deposited 
Inside glass tubes. When best results 
were obtained with one particular 
film, says Popular Seience Monthly 
the task remained to measure It. 

Ordinary methods were out of the 
question, for the metal particles were 
beyond the range of the most power 
fill microscopes. An entirely new 
method was devised. Polarized light, 
which is ordinary light shot through 
a grating that changes a "round" 
beam Into a fiat one. like toothpaste 
issuing from a tube, is twisted In pass 
Ing through the metal rubidium: and 
the amount of twist depends upon the 
metal’s thickness. By using polarized 
light the experimenters found the 
thickness of their best metal film to 
he Just one atom, or about 1500.000 
000 of an Inch.

Proof is avail 
able through the translation of the 
"Mathematical Papyrus’’ which lies in 
the collection at the Hermitage mu- 
seum. nnd lias long challenged the 
best efTorts of Egyptologists. A re 
port from Leningrad states that tills 
papyrus has finally been deciphered 
It dates hack to the Eighteenth cen 
tur.v before rhrlst. "Mathematical 
methods applied in the papyrus are 
almost 1.5(H) years - ahead of Euclid, 
corresponding entirely to the present 
time," t lie dispatch asserts.

Makes Fine Imitation 

of Artificial Flower 

The artificial flower trade, in which 
thousands of persons are engaged, has 
within the lost few years been com- 
pletely revolutionized, both here and 
abroad. For a long time the petals 
were made of muslin, silk, sutiu and 
even of velvet, colored after nature 
and successfully manipulated into the 
semblance of blossoms. 

Of late years, however, there has 
been employed a substance that puts 
the most delicate textile materials 
ever manufactured completely In the 
background. It consists of the thin 
nest of thin shavings from the Inner 
pith of an oriental palm that grows 
in Formosa, and can he compared to 
nothing so well as the almost trans- 
parent petal of u white poppy or a 
delicate ten rose. A lily petal Is heavy 
in comparison with this substance, 
which hns nil the sheen and translu 
cence nnd even the slightly frosted up- 
pen ranee seen In some white flowers 

It can he tinted far better than silk 
or muslin nnd Is virtually Indestruct- 
ible. In wet weather It gives and be 
comes a little limp, just as real flow- 
ers do. but when the sun comes out It 
crisps, reasserts Itself and tnkes on a 
new lease of life nnd beauty.

The Mather Class 


Last Sunday morning the Mather 
Class was back at Its usual meeting 
place, the Newton Centre Woman’s 
Club House. 

The speaker who was expected, 
Johnson O’Connor, was unable to be 
present. 

Prof. Karl M. Bowman, the emi- 
nent psychiatrist, took his place and 
discussed two books by Freud entitled, 
‘The Future of an Illusion” and "The 
Ego and the Id.” 

Freud Is an Austrian Jew, 77 years 
old, who has had two operations for 
cancer of the face and Is In a dying 
condition. His latest book, which 
may be his last, "The Future of an 
Illusion,” is interesting as showing 
the Ideas of a man who Is face to 
face with death. 

Freud has spent practically a life- 
time studying human behavior In 
this book he sums up his Ideas on re- 
ligion. 

Freud founded a school of psychia- 
try or psychology which developed the 
Idea of psychoanalysis. He featured 
the unconscious mind and had a lot 
to say of our striving tendencies and 
our instinctive longings which are not 
ever known to our conscious selves. 
The unsolved conflicts in the uncon- 
scious mind cause mental diseases. 
Freud’s ideas on sex caused a bit- 
ter controversy at one time. 

In 1923 he definitely revised the 
work begun in 1895. This shows how 
long he has been actively productive. 
He feels that he has gone as far as 
he can with the unconscious mind. 
Now we need to devise new tools in 
order to cope with new problems. 

We have personality. That is our 
conscious self, which comes into di- 
rect contact with the outer world, and 
which Is that part of us which goes 
to sleep at night. That Is the ego, or 
our official personality. 

Then there Is the id, which com- 
prises our raw instincts and uncon- 
scious strivings. 

Besides all this we have the super- 
ego, or conscience, first awakened in 
the young child by love of mother. 
This is the basis of all the higher so- 
cial qualities. 

From tills we come to religion as 
the outgrowth of love of mother in 
the first place, followed later by love 
of father. 

Freud attempts, in his “Future of 
an Illusion,” to evaluate culture. For 
his purposes human culture and civi- 
lization are the same thing. Man has 
made notable progress in conquering 
the forces of nature, but he has made 
no corresponding advance in regulat- 
ing his own conduct or in establishing 
ethical standards. The essence of cul- 
ture is that individual man is re- 
quired to inhibit or control his in- 
stinctive tendencies so that the group 
may profit. Mankind has found great 
difficulty in accepting the need for 
abridging this free exercise of Instinc- 
tive tendencies. 

Civilization enforces three prohibi- 
tions against: 

1. Incest. 

2. Cannibalism. 

3. Murder. 

Civilization makes these things hor- 
rible crimes, and religion has sought 
to be the spokesman of civilization 
and help enforce these prohibitions. 

A child is helpless against his en- 
vironment. He loves his mother first, 
then his father, who is more dominant 
and able to protect the child. The 
final appeal is to the father. Love 
and fear of the father are inter- 
mingled. As the child gets out into 
the world, he finds that he is still help- 
less against forces which he cannot 
understand. Accordingly he con- 
structs another faith on the model 
of ills early regard for his earthly 
father, for whom he substitutes God. 
God is to be admired, loved, and feared 
the way a child regards his own 
father. God’s commands must be 
obeyed or punishment will follow. 
Obedience without question is re- 
quisite. Religion comes about in this 
way. 

Early man worshiped some animal. 
Therefore tills animal must not be 
eaten, except on certain occasions, 
once a year, when a religious cere- 
monial made it proper, on that spe- 
cial occasion only, to eat the sacred 
animal. When civilized religion sub- 
stituted God for the sacred animal, 
our communion became the symbol 
that it is. 

Primitive life had three character- 
istics: 

1. The terrors of nature. 

2. The cruelty of fate, ending in 
death. 

3. The communal life of man. 

The early peoples of the earth 
thought they had to propitiate God. 
A more satisfying form of religion re- 
placed this belief. God is all-wise. 
Things seem wrong, but that is due 
to ignorance. The apparent wrongs 
of this life will be righted in the 
next. We accept this as a satisfac- 
tory solution of a universe which we 
do not understand, and we accept it 
because it is satisfactory. Religion 
makes life endurable and gives us 
what we want. We crave a future life 
where justice is done and wrongs are 
righted. 

Religion comes about by three 
means: 

1. Our ancestors believed it. 

2. Documentary evidence and proofs 
have been handed down through the 
years. 

3. It is forbidden to disbelieve re- 
ligion. 

Freud thinks tho forefathers were 
ignorant, the documents of little 
worth, and the prohibitions sure to 
start a flock of doubts. 

He says that two attempts are made 
to evade the problem: 

1. Religion is above reason. We do 
not need to comprehend it.

2. We have a philosophy called "as 
if.” We decide to act as if it were 
so, ao matter whether we believe it 
or not. rather than to come out and 
say we do not believe It. 

The present tendency in religion is 
to make God an abstraction, an insub- 
stantial shadow, and to emphasize 
man’s insignificance iu the universal 
scheme of things. 

Freud thinks religion is a racial 
neurosis, distinct from an individual 
neurosis. We are saved from nerv- 
ous breakdown by religious faith, so 
we are doomed to one neuorsis or the 
other. We should treat religion like 
neurosis of the individual, by emanci- 
pating him from his instinctive ten- 
dencies. Intelligence is the great 
thing. He thinks religion stultifies in- 
telligence. The eager, growing mind 
of the child is stunted so it cannot 
think clearly about the universe. He 
thinks science will become dominant. 
We shall get a truer knowledge of the 
universe, not bolstered up with false 
illusions.

Kerosene, the heavier 
oils and greases, constituted the great- 
est demand, and gasoline lmd only h 
limited use in exceedingly small qunu 
titles, siii'li as the cleaning of fabrics. 

Not only was gasoline pructicullj 
useless in the “good old days." nut it 
was dangerous because of the attend- 
ant risk of tire which was ever present 
wherever quantities were stored. Mil 
lions of gallons were loaded Into huge 
tanks on barges, transported far out 
to sea, and there dumped. Thus was 
the lire hazard averted. 

Tlie advent of the internal combus- 
tion engine changed ill this, and gaso- 
line in a few years became the princi- 
pal product of the petroleum rude. 
Kerosene lost caste with tin* coining 
of the electric light. 1’he development 
of tlie automobile made the petroleum 
Industry one of the richest of tin* na- 
tion, ami the “dangerous byproduct 1 * 
became one of pur principal urtidet 
of trade. 

In the early days ot the automobile, 
when fuel was cheap, few manufac- 
turers paid much attention to operat- 
ing costs of their cars. Automobile* 
were costly, nod Hie men who pur- 
chased them were wealthy. Gasoline 
was comparatively cheap, and the curly 
automobiles used plenty of it. 

Modern times have changed all this, 
and economy of operation is one 
the essential requirements of the pres- 
ent day automobile Exhaustive tests 
are made and every available scleullfic 
aid Is used In this research.

The Hplrlt of the family fltlll ex- 
iHtH in spite of the earplugs of those 
who tell us that things are not like 
they used to be and that In the hands 
of the present generation the world 
is not going to get any where— that Is, 
anywhere that will improve the con- 
dition of mankind. The other day a 

friend of mine, who Is one of the 

best known residents of Newton Cen- 
tre, showed me a group photograph 
of his children and grandchildren, 
taken with parents and grnndparents 
on the front pinzzn of the old home- 
stead. 

It happened that there were several 
in the group to whom he showed the 
picture and all were his friends and 
interested in whatever might Interest 
him. It was gratifying to see the 

smile of approvnl that lighted the 

faces of those who gazed at the photo- 
graph. Widow, bachelor, spinster, 
husband, mother — to each it had a 
menning, to each it represented one 
of the highest of American ideals — 
the family and the home. 

It is the very best sign of sound 
principles when thoughts of home and 
father and mother and brothers and 
sisters stir the young, the middle- 
aged or the old. The feeling that 
one wants the others of the family 
to share joy or prosperity is the best 
indication of genuine affection and 
tenderness. 

But we were speaking of group 
photographs. The camera in this case 
was an old-stager, some forty years 
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old. Think of that! Still, it did its 
work admirably. However, it had 
been carefully preserved and this, to- 
gether with the fact that it was orig- 
inally constructed of the best mate- 
rial and "built to Inst” made it “as 
good as now." 

To me it was almost as interesting 
to learn that this- well, we mny at 
least call it venerable — camera was 
used on the occasion. The apparatus 
itself might properly be called a mem- 
ber of the household for it had re- 
mained in grandfather’s possession 
all that time. We know that verses 
hnd been dedicated to grandfather’s 
clock and we see no reason why a 
poem might not he written on grand- 
father’s camera. Both clock and 
camera speak for themselves and, in 
so doing, show that they approve 
of the spirit of the family by giving 
long and faithful service. 

Reference in this column last week 
to St. Valentine’s Day stirred "L. O. 
H." to address us as follows: 

"Dear Mr. Bentley — Mny I sny that 
I ain entirely in sympathy with the 
lovesick and near-lovesick youths and 
yout bosses who take advantage of St. 
Valentine’s Day to express their feel- 
ings or admiration for each other in 
the honeyed words of the greeting 
card poets. Not that I think there is 
as much of thut sort of thing going 
on as there was in the good old 
crinoline days which pnssed out a few 
years before the chiffon stocking era 
began. 

"Boys and girls who are sweet on 
each other nowadays don’t have to 
go to a stationery store to And means 
of expressing their feelings. They 
either say it with flowers or in the 
back seat of a parked collegiate fliv- 
ver. Not so romantic, perhaps as a 
frilly valentine message, but quite as 
successful. 

"As to my personal sourness on the 
day, well it dates back to my primary 
school days. A little girl friend of 
my own age sent me a valentine, with 
her name inscribed on the reverse 
side. Boylike, I was quite proud of 
it and lost no time in showing it to 
a group of my chums. 

"Just then the sender of the ten- 
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der missive came along. She saw 
what I was so proudly displaying and 
with mingled embarrassment and rage, 
mostly rage, lit on me like a tramp 
on u square meal with the result 
that I lost not only the valentine but 
a handful of hair which she extracted 
from the top of my head. I have a 
baldspot now and blame her for it. 
Furthermore, in spite of what you 
may write, Mr. Bentley, St. Valen- 
tine's I)ny lias been ever since Just 
another day to me." 

How often do we find a written or 
spoken nrgument or the exposition 
of some truth bncked up by numerous 
statistics. The idea is to make them 
more interesting, more convincing. 
Bui is that the end achieved? Are 
figures as intriguing as those who 
compile them may think? I have my 
doubts. 

As a skeptic in this matter let me 
say that some people eagerly devour 
figures, some people puzzle over them 
and gain nothing and some refuse to 
read them altogether. It is a matter 
of inclination. I think it goes back 
to school days. You remember that 
this hoy or that girl proved a perfect 
wizard at mathematics while many 
boys and girls of equally high stand- 
ing in other studies went entirely to 
pieces when confronted with a prob- 
lem in arithmetic. They just had no 
mind for figures at all. this latter 
group, which, I think I am safe in 
declaring, constituted a majority. 

There are those who have only to 
glance at a column of figures and the 
exact total is complete in their minds. 
I have known people, no less intelli- 
gent on other matters, to add and add 
and add and each time have a differ- 
ent total until in desparation some- 
body is called to assist. How do you 
explain that? No— let us not try, 
the whole business is too complicated. 

All tills I have written preliminary 
to pointing out the success of Wil- 
liam H. O’Brien, Director of the Di- 
vision of Telephone and Telegraph of 
the State Public Utilities Commission. 
Mr. O’Brien, for several years has 
traveled abroad each summer to study 
the telephone service, its condition 
and operation in foreign countries. 
His excellent article has been widely 
copied and praised ns indeed it should 
he. 

Did Mr. O’Brien hurl a great mass 
of statistics at his readers? He did 
not. although fortified with enough 
to till columns of newspaper space. 
He knew that in order to grasp the 
reader’s attention it would be bet- 
ter to give a word picture rather than 
one that was half words and half 
tallies. What was the result, his arti- 
cle found a wider reading by far and 
gave as comprehensive a view as any 
reader could ask. 

I wonder if, it is setting forth things 
we should know, those who write re- 
ports and such things might do well 
to follow Mr. O’Brien’s example. 


Teaching the young idea how to 
shoot is always interesting. Equally 
interesting is the teaching of the 
young how to skate. Farlow Park 
provides only a small artificial pond, 
to lx sure, but to me it is an ideal 
place for the very young skaters. I 
am told that the playground depart- 
ment of the city is responsible for 
this Innovation. Let me add my word 
of congratulation then to those who 
evolved the plan and have so success- 
fully carried it forth under suitable 
supervision. 

Here is water, not too deep to 
threaten drowning should any one fall 
through, and still of sufficient quan- 
tity and depth to provide a skating 
fieid for those of tender years. We 
hear of people who seek softer cli- 
mates during the winter months, but 
a hardy New Englander, or most hardy 
New Englanders, like their spring, 
summer, fall and winter. Just enough 
variety, they say. to keep alive one’s 
appreciation of the varied climate of 
this neck of the woods. 

I am reminded of a story told by 
a friend who had the privilege of 
viewing the operations of one of the 
larger motion picture companies in 
California. He was escorted through 
the studios and about the lots and 
introduced to a number of actors. 
One man said to him, “So, you’re from 
Boston. Well, I used to live there 
and if it wasn’t that I am making a 
good living here I’d he back in the 
old home town. I’ve been in Cali- 
fornia lu years and that’s enough. 
These people out here will tell you 
that this is a wonderful climate. May- 
be it is. but I can't see it. Give me 
New England and the regular four 
seasons.” 

But I started to say something 
about the youngsters in Farlow Park. 
They are getting, at an early age. an 
appreciation of an ice skating that 
will stand by them throughout their 
lives. And their parents and other 
grown-up members of the family can 
watch them absorb it. In fact the 
adult on lookers seem to be as happy 
as the little ones. We all like to see 
the children have a good time — that 
is, many of us. I have no patience 
with those who don’t. To those who 
do I advise a visit to Farlow Park 
while the little folks are doing their 
stuff on the ice. It’s worth while. 


Public discussion of working condi- 
tions in laundries at a Legislative

"Friday is as good a washday as 
Monday," declared a woman superin- 
tendent of a laundry, "if housewives 
could be made to see it." 

All of this brings out the question, 
"Why is Monday selected as wash- 
day?" I confess that the query is 
better answered by those who have 
the responsibility of keeping house 
Ilian hv some one who, like myself, 
merely looks on. If. as those who 
spoke at the State House said, the 
help have to go to work Sunday night 
at midnight to accommodate Monday 
washers or better, (rollers, then some 
other day imd better be determined, 
by luw. if necessary. 

I suppose tlie whole tiling goes buck 
to tlie days of old-fashioned house- 
keeping As n youngster I knew there 
were days of the week set apart, at 
least at my grandmother's house, for 
washing the family clothes, another 
for baking the week’s supply of bread 
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T HE whole world has known this magnificent 
car as the Six that sped 25,000 miles in less than 
23,000 minutes in heroic proof of its speed and 
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and puHtry, another for cleaning the 
house from top to bottom and so on. 

Tlie deepest impression on my 
Juvenile mind was made by “baking 
day." I can see rows of large and 
lucious pies, pans of rolls, loaves of 
bread and several cakes, not to men- 
tion cookies which I was led to be- 
lieve were baked for my special bene- 
fit. We don’t do those things nowa- 
days. at least not commonly. It may 
be that in the country the system still 
obtains, hut the woman who does it 
is probably glorified as the "old fash- 
ioned wife" which in the minds of 
most women, unless I am mistaken, is 
the same as being culled a little bit 
unusual, if not freakish. 

"Washday." too, has been subject 
to change in the home. The "help." 
as 1 see it, pretty nearly settle that. 
If there is a laundress regularly em- 
ployed in the home there is an under- 
standing. hut if it is a woman who 
comes in for the day she "gives” what- 
ever day she can. he it Monday, Sat- 
urday or what. 

And that's why I feel that lautidry 
workers should have tin* sunie right 
and privilege iih the woman who 
"goes out washing hy tlie day." Let 
them have Sunday night to sleep, any- 
way. If they are willing to work at 
any reasonable time they should not 
be compelled by custom or the con- 
venience of oilier people to start their 
week’s employment on Sunday night

To the Editor of The Graphic: 

Since tlie election of Leverett 
Sultonstall as Speaker of the House 
f Representatives and the elevation 
of Fred T. Field to the Supreme 
Court, the question has been raised 
whether Newton citizens have ever 
before filled either of these high of- 
fices. The fact is that both positions 
have been occupied by Newton men. 
but in each case so long ago a ml for 
so short a time that it is not strange 
that the instances have been forgot- 
ten Levi C. Wade, whose home on 
Oak Hill has long been a conspicu- 
ous landmark in the southern part of 
this city, was a representative in the 
legislature front Newton in l S 7 1 » . 1S77.

Degenerates like Loeb and Leopold 
who murder "jtiHt to get a thrill" 
would not escape the hangman's 
noose to upply for parole from Jail 
within a few years after huving start 
ed to serve a life sentence If brutal 


murderers in this country who are sen- 
tenced to jail for life would be made 
serve such sentences Instead of being 
presented with freedom after having 
served a few years in durance not so 
vile, perhaps more people here would 
favor the abolition of the death pen- 
alty. If thugs, seducers and deadly 
haters would cease murdering, the 
death penalty could be abolished at 
once in every state of the Union.

derman Bail presided. The outstand- 
ing feature of the mooting was a bit- 
ter attack by Charles H. Bryson of 
211 Adams street, Newton, on the peti- 
tion of Peter Leone who seeks a per- 
mit to build a 9 car garage at the rear 
of 218 Adams street. Mr. Bryson, who 
is one of the oldest residents on 
Adams street alleged that a pool room 
in Leone’s building on Adams street 
is a nuisance. He also made serious 
charges against a lunch room which 
is conducted in the building. He as- 
serted that it is impossible to get 
any sleep in the neighborhood and 
that the language used by persons fre- 
quenting these places is the filthiest 
he ever heard. 

Others who protested against a per- 
mit being granted for the building of 
the garacre were John Mazzola of 230 
Adams street and Joseph DeAngelis 
of 221 Adams street. They contended 
that the garages will be a menace to 
the safety of the many children in the 
neighborhood and that Leone will, if 
allowed cover his property with many 
garages. A letter signed by many 
abuttors protested against the peti- 
tion. 

Hearings on petitions for sewers in 
the following streets were announced 
— Cherry street north of Annapolis 
road, Ellis road. Valentine street and 
Wauwinet road. The names of Archie 
Henry, 553 California street, and Ed- 
ward V. Nolan. Pond avenue, were 
drawn to serve as jurors at Cambridge 
next month. 

Alderman Hawkins for the Licenses 
Committee recommended granting the 
petitions for the Oak Hill Garage for 
an extra pump at 3S3 Boylston street, 
Thompsonville, and an additional 1000 
gallon tank and another pump at the 
filling station at 2103 Commonwealth 
avenue. Auburndale. This station is 
owned by Sarah Souther and leased 
by A. W. Parquette. Mr. Hawkins 
explained that the lessee had gotten 
into difficulty recently in connection 
with the alleged substitution of one 
brand of oil for another but the Li- 
censes Committee believed that as the 
petition had been presented by the 
owner and not by the leasee that this 
matter should not influence the action 
of the Board. The petition was grant- 
ed with Aldermen Temperlv and Pow- 
ers voting in the negative.

FOURTH IN B. A. A. 

With the aid of Bob Ewing’s five 
points in the dash the Newton high 
track team finished fourth in the an- 
nual B. A. A. interscholastic meet 
last Saturday at the Mechanics build- 
ing. Captain Dick Reynolds ran in 
tlie relay race for Newton hut had not 
sufficiently recovered from a recent 
attack of the flu to permit him to 
enter his favorite events, tlie 600 and 
hurdle races, in addition. Had he 
been in shape he might well have 
scored at least second place in the 
600-yard event, for three points which 
would have given Newton the highest 
score of any school entered. Exe-

to Exeter with a total of 11 Vi points. 
Captain Cuneo’s first in the 1000, Bow 
dren’s second in the 600 (Reynolds of 
Newton has beaten Bowdren in pre- 
vious races this season) and the 
fourth best relay time bringing in the 
points. Worcester Academy was third 
with IOV 2 points, closely followed by 
tlie orange and black with 10 points 
coming from Ewing's first in tlie dash, 
Mullen's third in the 300 and the 
third best relay time. 

Eight trial heats were necessary in 
tin* dash with lowing placing second 
to Gleason of Lowell in tlie fifth prel- 
iminary. In the second semi-final 
Ewing was victor over Fuller of 
Brockton. Farrell of Brockton, Uanna 
of Medford, and Dineen of Lawrence 
were shut out in their .semi-final 
trials after winning their first races. 
Tlie final of the dash was the thriller 
with Ewing getting off his mark like 
a flash. It was largely a blanket fin 
ish with the exception of Ewing who 
had a margin of several inches over 
John Hayes of Somerville and Frank 
Gleason, picked for second and third 
places. Ewing’s time of 4* 4-5 sec- 
onds was hut 1-5 of a second behind 
the record held jointly by eleven for 
mer schoolboys, among them R. J

The 300-yard trial heats provided 
the usual scrambles at tlie first cor- 
ner. I 11 tin: second heat Brown of 
Worcester had the pole with Mullen 
of Newton second and Kelly of New 
ark, last year’s winner, third. At the 
gun Brown took the lead but on tlie 
second last stretch Kelly took the 
lead, winning easily with Mullen com- 
ing through for second and a chance 
to run in the final.

Social Redemption, from Hosea to 
Norman Thomas" was the topic of 
Prof. Klrtloy F. Mather’s address to 
the Mather Class last Sunday morn- 
ing at Its regular weekly meeting at 
the Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
House. 

In Hosea we have the first evangel- 
ist, Just as In Amos we had the first 
reformer. 

Hosea was caught In the midst of 
world forces which were beyond his 
control. His problems were not un- 
like those of modern times We are 
presented with a study in human na- 
ture and the psychology of the proph- 
et himself. There are two phases of 
the subject: 

1. His own psychology. 

2. The accuracy of his prophecy 
and the correctness of his discoveries. 

At first Hosea was an ordinary citi- 
zen, happily married. His wife proved 
unfaithful, and this started him on 
an Inquiry into the problems of hu- 
man and divine relationships. 

The story is a reading back of an 
interpretation of events that have hap- 
pened; that is, Hosea puts back into 
his personal history the consequences 
of his reasoning about the nation, for 
he expands his personal problem into 
the greater problem of the whole peo- 
ple. His story of the prodigal wife 
parallels the story of the prodigal son 
in the New Testament. 

It Is an historical fact that many 
great reformers, political, economic, 
social, and moral, have started on 
their careers of publicity and reforma- 
tion because of some Intimate per- 
sonal incident in their own lives or 
their own families. John Bright left 
the death bed of his young wife to 
start an economic crusade. 

The unfaithfulness of his wife set 
Hosea on his public career. In the 
end he welcomed her back. He over- 
came her faithlessness, not by law, 
but by love. 

He compared his personal situation 
with the condition of the nation. Is- 
rael had not been faithful to God. 
Amos said that Israel had violated 
the laws. Hosea said that Israel had 
done violence to religion. Hosea was 
spiritually minded. Amos was liter- 
ally or materially minded, and was 
satisfied if people bowed down to 
golden Images provided they repre- 
sented Jehovah. Hosea did not want 
the people to worship any material ob- 
ject even though it was supposed to 
represent Jehovah. He emphasized 
spiritual values. In this respect there 
has been little improvement from Ho- 
sea's day to ours. 

The ugliest facts of human experi- 
ence hit Hosea where he lived. He 
acquired a new understanding of God’s 
relationship to sinful man. 

Hosea may have decided to welcome 
his erring wife back, and then, hav- 
ing found her response, took that as 
an epitome of God’s love for Israel. 
Or. it may be, Hosea may have been 
considering his situation when she 
had gone and came to the conclusion 
that she typified Israel's unfaithful- 
ness to God. God’s attitude toward 
Israel had been one of protection and 
loving care. His love would eventu- 
ally bring Israel back. If it failed, 
He would love them still. Hosea, de- 
termined to try the Jehovah principle 
and see. The result was important. 
He formed satisfaction and happiness. 
He discovered the power of God’s 
love. 

He indicted the moral condition of 
Israel. Details of Immorality vary 
from age to age. but substantially the 
same things could be said of modern 
nations. 

He indicted the political stupidity 
of his people. The same charges may 
be brought today. 

A third indictment could be made 
in our time, and that is against econ- 
omic decay. We have economic injus- 
tice in the land. What is to be done 
about it in a world of law? There 
are the forces of heredity and environ- 
ment. There are the inescapable re- 
lations of cause and efTect. There are 
the many forces beyond the control 
of the individual. Israel forsook the 
God of law and love and got a terrible 
doom. Restoration to favor could 
come because of the fatherhood and 
humanity of God. They had the chance 
to edme back because of the under- 
standing of God. They needed more 
knowledge of God. Some folks fear 
that if we get more knowledge of the 
administration of the universe, it will 
stifle our spiritual life and open our 
eyes to our own helplessness. Knowl- 
edge comes from our own experi- 
ences. which may bring pain or Joy. 
The result is that we realize that God 
is a God of law and love. 

Human and divine love are Insepar 
able when we realize that we are one 
with the creative power that brought 
us into existence. 

Love is not so universally displayed 
and everywhere apparent as law. Peo- 
ple do not really break the laws. What 
they break is themselves against the 
laws. That hurts. The fractures are 
there. They can he seen. We are 
conscious of them. It is possible to 
sin against love without precisely the 
same results. 

There Is a vision of the unity of 
man and God. God Is more loving 
than the most loving man. God's love 
includes all human love and more. 
The power of God’s love Is the only 
means by which to eradicate the ills 
of society and preserve from decay 
the moral, political, and economic 
structure of mankind. 

Repentance will not eradicate the 
effects of what has been done, it Is 
necessary to repent In order to heal 
the wound, hut the scars remain. 

Prof. Mather said that he had pur- 
posed dodged the question as to how 
love could dominate law. He said 
that he did not know Love can do 
what Hosea found It would do. The 
conclusion is proved. It Is not ex- 
plained. but it is justified.

The State's program for expendi- 
tures for 1020 is based on a State tax 
of $8,500,000, the same ns last yenr 
when a cut was made to that figure 
from a State tax of $12,000,000 in 
1927. This year, on recommendation 
of Governor Allen, it is proposed to 
take a new step toward elminntinn 
of the State debt by the appropriation 
of $250,000 for the purchase of out- 
standing bonds which have not yet 
matured. On November 30, last yenr, 
the State’s indirect debt, consisting 
of metropolitan water, park and 
sewer bonds and temporary notes 
and of Cambridge subway bonds stood 
at $51,108,013 ns compared with $53,- 
001,803 on November 30, 191S. It is 
explained that the fact that the de- 
crease in tills debt is comparatively 
slight is mainly accounted for by the 
Cambridge subway purchase and by 
the expenditures for the new Metro- 
politan Water supply. According to 
Representative Henry L. Sliattuck. 
chairman of the House Committee oti 
Ways and Means, the interest and 
serial payments on these bonds, of 
which $12,544,000 are outstanding, are 
payable from carfares and water 
rates, therefore do not add to the tax 
burden. There are also included in 
this debt $3,762,500 of temporary 
notes for financing the cost of the 
Northern Artery and Cottage Farm 
Bridge, pending apportionment by 
commissioners appointed by the Su- 
preme Court. 

The State budget recommendations 
call for an expenditure of $54,663,014 
and carry reserves for special recom- 
mendations and supplementary budget 
of $400,697 from the general fund and 
$3S4,S94 from the highway fund. The 
Ways and Means Committee has made 
increases in various items payable 
from the general fund, aggregating 
$1S5.400 and has made decreases in 
other such items, aggregating $205,- 
119 thus leaving in the general fund 
reserve a balance of $420,327. This 
represents a net increase in the re- 
serve of $19,719. 

Representatives Baker. Luitwieler 
and Thompson voted against an order 
for an investigation of existing tele- 
phone rates. The House rejected the 
order by a rollcall, 112 nays to 56 
yeas. 

The House, by rollcall, refused to 
substitute for an adverse committee 
report a bill to provide that persons 
related by blood or marriage to de- 
fendants in criminal courts be au- 
thorized to become bail or surety 
without being considered professional 
bondsmen. Representatives Baker, 
Luitwieler and Thompson were re- 
corded against substituting the bill. 

Apparently there will be no changes 
in the election laws this year. Vari- 
ous important measures of more than 
ordinary interest to Newton people 
were heard by the Committee on 
Election Laws and adversely reported. 
The House has already accepted the 
following reports: 

Leave to withdraw, petition of 
Frank W. Grinnell for legislation to 
avoid the official circulation of in- 
accurate information as to the rela- 
tive number of votes on questions 
submitted to voters; leave to with- 
draw, petition of Eben W. Burnstead 
for legislation to detine the meaning 
of an instruction in the Public Opin- 
ion Act; reference to the next annual 
session recommended for investiga- 
tion of laws relating to hours for 
opening and closing of polls at State 
primaries and elections; reference to 
next annual session recommended for 
investigation of laws relating to ap- 
pointment of election officers in 
cities; reference to the next annual 
session recommendation for investiga- 
tion of laws as to giving notice of 
and fixing the time of holding city 
elections in certain cities and refer- 
ence to the next annual session on the 
report of the joint special recess com- 
mittee on election laws as relates to 
the nominating by political parties of 
candidates for the offices of State 
Secretary. State Treasurer, State 
Auditor and Attorney General. 

Tlie House lias accepted the adverse 
reports of the Committee on Labor 
and Industries on the bill to provide 
for an industrial census and survey 
and the hill to investigate the condi- 
tion of the employment of women. 

Senator Hollis lias been instru- 
mental in having saved, at least for 
the time being, a bill to allow funeral 
processions to pass through public 
parks. The bill was passed hv the 
House and rejected by the Senate. 
Senator Hollis moved reconsideration 
and pending a vote on his motion the 
bill was laid on the table where it 
will probably remain for some time. 
Friends of the measure will seek to 
persuade opponents in the Senate to 
change their minds so that when the 
bill is taken from the table it may 
get enough votes to pass.

With an increased membership, the 
housing situation became serious and 
arrangements were made with the 
Congregational Church, Newton High- 
lands. for the use of the Sunday 
School room for rehearsals. 

At that time, the social feature of 
the Club was an important one, and 
each rehearsal had its intermission 
for a social get-together and refresh- 
ments. 

The Glee Club progressed very rap- 
idly during the first few years of its 
existence, under the able leadership 
of Mr. Smith, and each individual 
shared the responsibility of the Club’s 
welfare. 

The first concert was given in 1908 
for the benefit of the Congregational 
Church.

This 
third concert ended the Club's first 
year's activities. 

At an early date the importance of 
keeping the membership interested 
through the summer months was 
sensed, and regular outings were held 
at the homes of the members, as will 
he recalled by their trips to the sum- 
mer home of Wm. II. Chappell at 
Squantum. 

In 1909 and 1910 the Club gave three 
concerts, two in Bray Hall and one 
at the Technical High School. That 
year the Club was augmented by an 
orchestra of sixteen pieces under the 
j direction of Mr. Arthur Curry. 

The third season showed a contin- 
! nod growth of the Club, both in en- 
thusiasm and excellence, and again 
I three concerts were given with great 
success. This season part of the pro- 
ceeds were donated to the Newton 
Hospital Aid Association. 

1 Tli fourth, fifth and sixth seasons, 
and thereafter, regular concerts were 
' held to an enthusiastic gathering of 
patrons, demonstrating the perma- 
nency of this organization as a part 
of the community life of the city. 
Annual banquets and continued out 
iups at such places as the Boston 
Yacht Club, the summer home of Mr. 
Geo. Q. Hill at Holliston, John S. Ca* 
pron at Falmouth, etc., have been a 
part of the Club’s yearly programs. 

Many will remember some of the 
excellent soloists who appeared dur- 
ing this time with the (’lull, such as 
Miss Josephine Knight, Yirginio Cap- 
pelinl, Baritone; Grace Bonner Wil- 
liams and Marie Sandelius. 

Succeeding Mr. Edgar J. Smith, the

Newton citizens has been of outstand-

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erwlse. Its carrol singing in the early 
hours of Christmas morning in vari- 
ous parts of Newton, including the 
Pomeroy Home and hospital, assisted 
by an excellent quartette of trumpets, 
1ms done much in establishing this or- 
ganization in our city. 

Of recent years the excellence of 
its soloists, which it presents to its 
patrons, included such artists as Roy- 
al Dadmun, John Barnes Welles, 
Richard Crooks. Albert Stoessel, 
Georg Miquelle, Jeanne Laval, Dai 

Buell, Harrison Potter and Richard 

Burgin. 

Under the capable leadership of 
the present Director, the Club has 
taken its place among the leading 

Glee Clubs of New England by win- 
ning second prize in 1926 at Wollas- 
ton and 1927 at Portland, Me, at which 
contest there was only qjie point 
which stood in its way of winning 

first prize in competition with twelve 
of the leading men’s singing organiza- 
tions in New England. 

This year the Club’s activities have 
extended over Greater Boston, and in 
addition to the two regular private 
concerts it gives to its patrons, they 
will have five outside appearances in 
greater Boston, including what bids 
fair to become an annual appearance 
at Fitchburg. 

The next regular concert, which 
is March 19th, will be held at the 
High School Auditorium, and should 
draw a capacity house. In addition to 
the very excellent program which the 
Club has prepared, they are present- 
ing a soloist, Mr. Royal Dadmun, 
whose recital this year at Jordan 
Hall received a most favorable com- 
ment from the critics. 

The personnel of the Club is com- 
posed principally of business men 
who have not only a vital interest in 
the musical welfare of the Club, but 
in the encouragement of the younger 
element in our city, and offers an ex- 
cellent opportunity for the graduate 
out of college who participated in mu- 
sical activities while at school. 

While it has a limited membership, 
and already comprises seventy odd 
voices, its Director and Executive 
Committee are always glad to con- 
sider new material who have neces- 
sary vocal qualifications.

Many Newton residents who enjoy 
taking the auto trip from Littleton 
through Groton Townsend and Ashby 
hope the Legislature will appropriate 
the $30,000 necessary to purchase the 
land adjoining beautiful Willard 
Brook. 


It is about time that the Edison 
Company starts determined efforts to 
prevent the increasingly frequent ex- 
plosions in the manholes of its under- 
ground system in the retail business 
section of Boston. By sheer good luck 
fatalities among pedestrians have not 
occurred. If nothing else can be 
done at present to prevent more of 
these explosions, the Edison Company 
should employ a force of men to vent 
daily the manholes. 


Postal employees in this city are 
afraid to talk about any disadvant- 
ages resulting from the institution of 
the centralization of mail at the New- 
ton Centre postoffice. Threats have 
been made by postal officials that 
employees found criticising the new 
system will be adjudged guilty of 
maliciously impeding the success or 
the new method and severely penal- 
ized, even to the possible extent of 
being discharged from the service. 


Mayor Bauer of Lynn has issued an 
order that only residents of Lynn will 
be employed in the construction of 
public buildings in that city. He 
takes the stand that it is not fair to 
have building mechanics who live in 
Lynn loafing while outsiders are 
working there. The same rule might 
well be applied in Newton. About 
every public building erected in this 
city during recent years has been 
built by contractors from outside the 
city and most of the workers on these 
buildings have not been residents of 
Newton.

tion and furthermore that conditions 
are improving. Incidentally, from 
the same source comes the assurance 
that a great deal of what we hear 
about poor service is "propaganda” 
spread by disgruntled letter carriers 
and superintendents of other postal 
stations. 

If the Post Office Department is to 
carry on the present methods and 
sweep aside the protests I suppose 
there is nothing to be gained by furth- 
er grumbling. Still, if I am not very 
much mistaken wo were told when 
the centralization idea was put 
through that if it was not satisfactory 
the old system would be restored. 
There must have been a joker in that 
understanding, or. at least a string on 
it. Everybody supposed that the 
question of whether it was or was not 
satisfactory would be left to the citi- 
zens of Newton. It now appears that 
the postoffice officials were the ones 
to judge and decide. They have and 
without consulting the people of New- 
ton. I think we ought to keep this in 
mind in case we are asked to enter 
into some other agreement at a fu- 
ture date on possibly another matter. 

I do not agree with the spokesmen 
of the Post Office department that the 
poor service reports were spread by 
letter carriers and superintendents of 
other postal stations. Nor was it the 
result of the wild Imaginings of the 
citizens of Newton. I believe that the 
service was very poor when the cen- 
tralization idea was first put through 
and that this should he admitted, with 
possibly the explanation that after it 
was in operation for a time it would 
work more smoothly. It is bound to 
improve, of course, when the clerks 
become more familiar with their new 
luties. 

The suggestion that in the future 
Newton people who have complaints 
make them directly to the office is a 
good one. I hope that it will be adopt- 
ed for then wo shall he able to get at 
the facts for ourselves. 

There isn't any doubt of the coun- 
try’s debt to George Washington. 
Realization of it is greater in the 
minds of the people, particularly the 
younger people, on t lie occasion of the 
anniversary of li is birth. The young- 
sters hear about the Father of 1 1 is 
Country at school and their minds are 
fresh with what they have learned 
from the study of history. If you ask 
the grown-ups, unless they are educa- 
tors <>r writers of historical matters, 
they recall the cherry-tree episode, and 
the fact t hat the hoy George declined 
to tell a falsehood. 

As far back as any of us can re- 
momber there have, from time to time, 
appeared those who smiled in a su- 
perior way when any reference was 
made to little George and his hatchet. 
They called it "fiction” and intimated 
that any who believed it would also 
think Santa Claus a genuine person. 

Personally, I am not prepared to 
take up the cudgel against those who 
would have us bolievo that no such 
dialogue occurred between George and 
his father, that the father did not nc 
cuso him of chopping down tho cherry 
tree and that George did not say. 
"Father, I cannot toll a lie, I did it 
with my little hatchet." 

I suppose I could, if I tried, produce 
a strong case. No doubt, many au- 
thorities support tho belief and good 
ness knowns, the confectionery stores 
are filled with paper hatchets stuffed 
with candy and candy hatchets made 
of barley sugar, chocolate, and colored 
sugar. What more need be asked? 


Whatever the facts may be we ad- 
mit that there is such a thing as 
truth, or was in those days. That is 
something of value, for there are 
many today who seem to think that 
truth has passed out of fashion. At 
least they never use it any more than 
they can help. If they can substitute 
a statement that is more attractive 
they seem to prefer to do so. 

Let us then, without argument, ad- 
mit that in Washington’s time there 
was a wholesale contempt for lying, 
that those who refrained from falsify- 
ing w-ere looked upon aS heroes and en- 
titled to respect. The cherry tree tale 
cannot be repeated too often if for no 
other reason than to emphasize tho 
importance of truth. 


As I see it this is a good time to pay 
tribute to the vision of those citizens 
of Newton who headed the city gov- 
ernment as well as those who unoffic- 
ially contributed their share to the 
great movement whereby the grade 
crossings were abolished in this city. 
Not only are they to be praised for 
foresightedness but for their energy 
and persistence. Should you ask why 
this subject is introduced I am ready 
with an answer and one that will 
satisfy you, I am sure. 

Here we have today the spectacle 
of the Massachusetts Legislature seek- 
ing to bring about the abolition ot 
grade crossings throughout the State. 
From every quarter comes stories of 
accidents, many of them fatal, duo to 
the fact that crossings, guarded and 
unguarded, are to be found every- 
where in this commonwealth. A total 
of 1GG5 grade crossings exists, hut 
Newton, happily, is free from this dan- 
ger. Let us stop and think what a 
frightful record of deaths might have 
been made in tho past 25 years in 
Newton had not the Boston & Al- 
bany tracks been depressed. It may 
have been that the leaders of the ab- 
olition of grade crossings movement 
in Neutfon had an idea that the auto- 
mobile would become commonly 
used as it is, but I have some doubts 
on that score. These men knew, how- 
ever, that the city would grow and 
that while it was growing thb exist- 
ence of danger points would constant- 
ly imperil the lives of citizens. Tho 
thing to do was to get tho tracks be- 
low the surface of tho streets. 

Nor was it any task to have the 
Legislature at that time provide for 
lowered tracks. Efforts were made 
to have overhead structures built 
which would have been far less costly 
than the present excellent arrange- 
ment. So strong was tho sentiment 
for depressed tracks that it was tho 
plan adopted. 

I know it isn’t nice to appear smug, 
but when wo think of Massachusetts 
cities and towns in which the grade 
crossing menace still exists we should 
ho grateful that we live in Newton. 

Another example of the vision of 
those at the head of our city govern* 
nymt more than a generation ago is 
tho fact that Newton became a par* 
of tho Metropolitan water system at 
that time notwithstanding the fact 
Unit its own independent system was 
ample and satisfactory. The far-sight- 
ed men who saw the* project put 
through were aware that the cost 
would bo less at that time than in 
t ho years to come. They were con- 
vinced Newton would need a supple- 
mentary system some day as inis come 
about. Proof is found in tho fact that 
Brookline “stayed out" for years and 
wlii'ii it finally "came in" had to pay 
millions more than would have boon 
necessary lmd they joined at the time 
Newton did. 

Yes, sir, tho men who run tho city 
in those days knew wliut was good for 
Newton and wo are nfiping tho bene- 
fit. In tho luuguugo of today I think 
wo niuy givo a good long "Whoopee!"

Those who sought to hnve the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature enact legisla- 
tion to make it legal to hunt deer 
with bow and arrow are satisfied that 
this is not tho year to put through 
such a bill. When the Committee on 
Conservation, after an extended hear- 
ing, reported against tho measure its 
friends said, in effect, "O, very well, 
let it slide for this year.” Then, they 
added, that since the introduction of 
the proposal into the General Court 
tiie whole matter had been considered 
a joke and this fact they plainly re- 
sented. 

I am inclined to think that it will be 
many years before the Legislature is 
persuaded that this form of slaughter 
should have the approval of that law- 
making body. We haven’t been doing 
enough of this Robin Hood stuff to 
make it recognized as popular. Arch- 
ery is a genuine sport and its fol- 
lowers are among the finest citizens. 
Tiie spectncle of experts shooting 
an arrow at a target is worth viewing. 
Furthermore, it calls for the display 
of real skill of no mean order and one 
who can manipulate a bow and arrow 
is entitled to tiie applause and the 
prizes ho or she receives. 

Tho use of tiie ancient weapon in 
picking off deer may be no more bru- 
tal than a riflo or shotgun, providing 
it Is in tho hands of one skilled in 
archery. But what about turning tho 
general public loose? You probably 
could not convince tho average person 
that there was much difficulty to bo 


encountered in shooting with bow and 
arrow. They would say. "It’s probably 
simple after you get the hang of it." 
Ah, that is no doubt true, but "get- 
ting the hang of it” is another matter. 
Picture a woodland full of amateur 
doer hunters with their hows and ar- 
rows. How would tiie rifle user like 
it? Not so well, I believe. The air 
wouldn’t even he safe for aviators 
Think of shooting upward in airplane 
and getting an arrow in the back or 
tiie neck or oven the eye. Not all 
the arrows would ascend skyward, 
hut some beginners would hit the air 
and uothing else. 

It Is plain that we must have more 
how and arrow shooting to prove that 
it should be permitted wherever hunt- 
ing is allowed, hut if the law says 
that the bow and arrow may not he 
used In hunting I don’t see how that 
can he done. I agree we should for 
the present "leave it lay.”

A number of British journalists 
have been In the United States re- 
cently as guests of the Carnegie En- 
dowment for International Peace. 
They have toured the country to some 
extent and have spent a week in our 
national capital. One of the best 
known among the visitors is an Eng- 
lishman who has toured the country 
before — Sir George Armstrong, edi- 
torial advisor to the important Chron- 
icle group of newspapers in Great 
Britain. In an interview in Washing- 
ton, Sir George said that many things 
in America had impressed him hut 
none more than the civic pride of 
each of the cities which he visted. 

Continuing, the distinguished visi- 
tor said: 

‘The foundation of your great pros- 
perity as a nation is the great civic 
pride of each of your cities. Every 
American city that we have visited 
is proud of itsedf, of its prosperity, 
and of its industrial activity. It 
shows its pride in the building of 
parks, public buildings and Improve- 
ments of various kinds. When one 
of Its sons becomes successful, he is 
very apt to remember his ‘home town’ 
and give it a public library, a museum 
or an art gallery. In England our de- 
velopment is more concentrated, and 
there are not the vast open spaces 
between our cities, as there are be- 
tween yours. Perhaps that helps to 
explain why each American city has 
so great civic pride, which l cannot 
help feeling is a fine thing.” 

In which statement Sir George lias 
proved himself a real newspaperman, 
in that he is a competent observer. 
Our American cities, great and small, 
have their civic pride and it can he 
admitted that this pride is a factor 
in our progress and our prosperity. 
Some of our intelligentsia, laboring 
under the delusion that they have out- 
grown their native communities, have 
been prone to look down on civic 
pride, and there have been many sar- 
castic allusions to our “home town” 
organizations and our so-called “lead- 
ing citizens” and civic accomplish- 
ments. This Is not to be wondered 
at. We have it in a greater degree 
among the intelligentsia who look 
down on everything American and 
worship everything which conies to 
them from across the seas. 

As a matter of fact, civic pride has 
been a principal factor in American 
advancement. And practically every 
American city has It, whether the 
community numbers Its population 
Ify tin; thousand, the hundred thous- 
and or the million. It is a part of the 
American spirit of progress. Every 
tourist is familiar with its manifestu- 
tlons. it shows itself to us in well 
paved streets, good public and com- 
mercial buildings, comfortable homes 
and ample schools, parks and hos- 
pitals. and it is frequently advertised 
on the billboards guarding the ap- 
proaches to the community. 

After all, why shouldn’t we be proud 
of our home communities, and why 
shouldn’t we love them, too? They 
furnished us with our early associa- 
tions, with our oldest and best friends, 
with the foundation of our educution, 
and the beginnings of whatever suc- 
cess wo may have achieved. Each 
enterprising citizen is a community 
builder. Why should ho not take 
pride in his work, If it is deserving of 
pride? It is a poor community in- 
deed which does not offer something 
more than mere existence to its 
members. 

There Is a sound reason, therefore, 
for community-boosting organizations. 
If the builders of the community do 
not take pride in their work, It will
